Spanish Statesman Compelled To Work 
Slowly To Appease His Countrymen, 


TEAMS WILL SURELY BE ACCEPTED 


No One Conversant with the Condftion 
of Affairs Has Any Idea That 
the Madrid Cabinet Will Re- 
fuse Peace at McKin- 
ley’s Terms. 


Washington, August 5.—When the presi- 
dent closed his official work today he had 
not received the reply of Spain nor any in- 
timation as to how soon the reply might be 
expected. The French ambassador had not 
been heard from throughout the day, and 
he, as well as our government officials, was 
waiting for Spain to give the final response. 
Two days have now passed without a word 
officially from Spain either in the way of 
inquiry or response, 


From this it is clear that the Spanish 
cabinet fully realizes the time for argu- 
ment, counter proposals or modifica- 
tion has gone by and that there is only 
one simple issue to be- met, namely, 
whether the American terms will be ac- 
cepted as a whole or rejected. 


There is indeed reason to believe that the 
Spanish government has been directly ad- 
vised that the stage of negotiations is past 
and that only’ the matter of an answer, 
That 


the answer has not come quickly is no 


favorable or unfavorable, remains.

Premier Sagasta must assume in making 
these peace terms sufficiently palatable to 
the Spanish populace and the politica! lead- 
ers to permit its acceptance without an in- 
ternal convuision. 

In his conference with the president 
and Secretary Day the French ambas- 
sador has brought out clearly the great 


task before Sagasta. 

It seems to be the general view here that 
lf the premier and his i:ninistry were un- 
trammeled an acceptance would come at 
once and that the preliminary peace ar- 
Tangement would now be closed. But in 
preparing the Spanish public and in guard- 
ing against political agitations hereafter 
from men of both parties, the Madrid gov- 
ernment is taking time to do missionary 
work, not among themselves, but among 
all political and social elements. 

The best informed persons here fix 
next Monday as the time the United 
States government is likely to receive 
Spain’s formal answer, but this is sim- 
ply conjectural, for there is not the 
slightest means for knowing the ten- 
dencies at Madrid. 

It might come tomorrow, but in the 
Svent of its coming late in the day or on 
Sunday, the response will not be communi- 
cated to the government until Monday.

Two messages were received at the war 
department today fam Ponce, the first 
announcing the death of a brilliant young 
army officer and the second from General 
Miles himself, touching the trouble in the 
Sixth Massachusetts regiment, which was 
the subject of official inquiry by Secretary 
Alger today. Details of the latter telegram 
are not obtainable, but it is apparent that 
General Miles is determined to repress 
sternly at the very beginning any depar- 
ture from military discipline, even among 
the volunteer element in his command. As 
near as can be gathered the officers of the 
Sixth declined to submit to an examina- 
tion which was prescribed by the brigade 
officers, the proper authority, and upon the 
insistence of the latter the ysought to re- 
sign their commissions. General Miles him- 
self is dealing with the case, and if he 
should allow these officers to resign or dis- 
charge them from the service of the United 
States, and the latter is possible, the gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts will be called on 
to appoint their successors, 

It can be said that up to this time the

SAGASTA TALES WITH LEADDRS. 


Spanish Premier Unable To Decide. 
Upon an Answer to America. 
Madrid, August 5.—In the conference be- 
tween Senor Sagasta and Senor Silvela, 
the latter urged that it was imperative to 
summon the cortes for the negotiation of 
a treaty of peace. 3 
General Polavieja, who was present, de- 
clined to subsequently speak of the con- 
ference to representatives of the press 
on the ground that his duty as a soldier 
Imposed secrecy upon him, but General 
Azearraga said that if Spain possessed 


adequate resources the war should be con-~_ 
tinued in order to secure more acceptable 


conditions, otherwise peace ought to be 
immediately concluded. 

General Chinchilla, captain general. of 
Madrid, said: 

‘We have a brave and well disciplined 
army, and it is ready to go wherever it is 
sent.”’ 

Later, Senor Sagasta conferred with Se- 
nor Salmeron, the republican leader, who 
told the premier, in the course of a long 
conference, that the blamed the govern- 
ment greatly for closing the cortes and 
stifling the press. After the interview he 
said he had assured Senor Sagasta that 
he would reserve his opinion on the gen- 
eral situation until the chamber was con- 
voked, but that neither directly nor indi- 
rectly would he support the “existing oli- 
garchy which is the cause of all Spain’s 
misfortune.”’ . 

This evening the premier conferred with 
General Weyler, Marsha] Primo de Rivera, 
Senor Gamazo, minister of public instruc- 
tion and public works, and Senor Romero 
Giron, minister of the colonies.

Senor Romero y Robledo, in the course of 
an interview, said: 

“Senor Sagasta informed me as to the 
contents of the American note. In addi- 
tion to the demands already known, the 
American government asks the occupation 
of Manila and Subig bay.

Transports fe, six in number, 
have been ordered to 4i§charge their car- 
goes and get ready without loss of time to 
take on board the first shipments for home. 
Other transports afe expected here shortly, 
The embarkation will begin tomorrow and 
it is expected that eighteen transports will 
soon be conveying our edldiers back to the 
United States. The Yale and Harvard, 
among others. are understood to be on their 
way here. These vessels will carry from 
1,200 to 1,500 men. ' 

General Shafter’s orders for the move- 
ment of his command provide the follow- 
Ing programme: The embarkation of the 
Third and Sixth regular cavalry; then the 
First regular cavalry and First volunteer 
cavalry (Rough Riders) will be embarked. 
These regiments have been ordered to be 
ready to go on board ship the day after 
tomorrow. For the present the Ninth and 
Tenth cavalry will remain in camp. Only 
the private horses of.the officers will be 
taken. The other -horses will be turned 
over to General Wood, who will des'gnate 
an officer to receive them, 

General Wood remains here as military 
governor. 

All the tents will be left standing and the 
extra worn clothing and bedding which 
may possibly be infected will bé destroyed. 

The First brigade of General Lawton’s 
division, under General Chaffee, will go 
next. 

All the men able to ride will be put on 
ponies and taken to the wharf. The others 
will be conveyed there in wagons. All the 
men who are suffering from yellow fever 
and infectious diseases will be left here. 
Every precaution will be taken to provide 
for the safe and healthy arrival of the 
men north. 

The volunteer regiments will 
shipped in the following order: 

First Illinois, First District of Columbia, 
Seventy-first New York, Ninth Massachu- 
setts, Second Massachusetts, Eignta Iiii- 
nois, Thirty-third Michigan, Thirty-fourth 
Michigan. 

All these regiments have been ordered to 
hold themegelves in readiness to go on 
board the transports the day after tomor- 
row, or as soon after as possibie. The 
troops will first be examined by a medical 
board and any suspicious cases wiil be left 
in the hospital. No tenting or surplus bag- 
gage will be taken to the United States.

Americans’ Money Has Paved Way to 
Good Friendship. 

Santiago, July 21.—The Santiago store- 
keepers are reaping a good harvest from 
our soldiers and officers. The men are sup- 
plying the needs and requirements of many 
weeks and it is surprising to see how many 
of our officers and not a few of our com- 
mon soldiers are familiar with the Spanish 
tongue. A good interpreter is always in 
demand, however, and the heart of the dis- 
tressed storekeeper warms up to the men 
who will straighten out his perplexities with 
a customer who shouts in English, evi- 
dently believing the loudness of his words 
will carry understanding to those ad- 
dressed, 


And how the do 


storekeepers rob 
the Americans on exchange! An 
American dollar ig worth two Span- 
ish dollars, but im the beginning our 
ten did not know this and American golé 
was given for Spanish silver values, Our 
paper money is already circulating In the 
town. It ig much sought after. The Span- 
iards also believe the Americans are hon- 
est. 

A certain tailor discovered that he was 
giving gold values for paper money calling 
for redemption in silver. He gathered up 
nearly $200 worth of silver certificates and 
hurried with it to a banker. His relief was 
great beyond words when he learned they 
were worth as much as gold, and his faith 
in America was established. 

The city pawnshops are overstocked and 
many a souvenir of the Cuban campaign 
that goes back to the United States has 
come from these places. Old Spanish silver 
and jewelry, watches and even magnificent- 
ly carved leather chairs, made centuries 
ago in old Spain, will remind certain Amer- 
icans of Santiago de Cuba. But of the 
many souvenirs that will be carried away 
a good machete, bought from a Spanish 
officer, igs the most popular. Many of the 
souvenirs now acquired with so much 
trouble will never reach the. United States. 
The owners have still many weary marches 
before them, maybe, and what is bought 
and paid for today will perhaps be later 
thrown away. 

There is but one restaurant in town 
where the American officers have been able 
to find food, It is on the main plaza, in 
front of the American flag on the palace, 
and its bill of fare up to today has been 
limited to fish, meat, canned green peas 
and coffee. A meal cost $2 in gold and the 
restaurant Is coining money. Drinkables 
have always. been plentiful, however, and 
champagne was sold in large quantities. 
This restaurant is the principal rendez- 
vous of the foreigners of the city, and in 
default of any hotel in operation its pres- 
tige will continue. . 

The liberality of American methods of 
local restrictions and proper safeguards 
for the preservation of order are noticeable 
and there are up fo this writing no records 
of an abuse of the power they have ac- 
quired. The people of Santiago are well 
pleased with us in this respect.

AGUINALDO BECOMES DOCILE.

Aguinaldo Sends Note to Wildman. 


New York, August 5.—The Journal prints 
a cable from Hong Kong purporting to give 
the text of a message sent by Aguinaldo, 
the Philippine insurgent leader, to Consul 
General Wildman. The message is dated 
Cavite, July 30th, and in it Aguinaldo says 
it has been reported that he “‘is getting the 
big head and not behaving” as ne promised 
Mr. Wildman. 

“In reply,” says Aguinaldo, “I ask why 
should America expect me to outline my 
policy present and future and fight blind- 
_ly for her interests, when America will not 
be frank with me. Tell me this, am I 
fighting for annexation, protection or in- 
dependence? It is for America to say, not 
me. I can take Manila, as I have defeated 
the Spanish everywhere; but what would 
be the use?

the Gulf of St. Lawrence with the Atlantic 
ocean. It is twelve miles wide and naviga- 
tion in it is reputed to be unsafe. It is not 
the route taken by passenger hiners usually. 
Austin, Baldwin & Co., the New York 
agents of the Allan line of steamers, said 
today that they were sure it was not one

they did not positively know the route

It was stated in Macon last night that 
a third captain would probably resign this, 
morning. - 

The Constitution received a telegram last 
night saying that the resignations of Cap- 
tains Colquitt and Maddox had been ac- 
cepted, and that they would be succeeded 
by men in line: for promotion. 

It was rumored in Macon last night 
that First Lieutenant Sidney Wiley, of 
company L, would succeed Captain Col- | 
quitt, and that First Lieutemant Jones, of 
company M, would succeed Captain Mad- 
dox.

Minneapolis Is Now Cheap. 
‘Chicago, August 5.—A passenger rate war 
that will affect directly every fare in the 
west, and indirectly half of the tariffs of 
éastérn and southern ijnes has been declar- 
ed. Next (Monday the rate between Chicago 
and St. Paul and Minneapolis will be $8. 
The tariff now ig $11.50. On the same day 
and thereafter until peace is declared, the 
rate between Chicago and Omaha will be 
$9.50. The normal rate is $12.75. Tickets 
may now be purchased between Chicago 
and Kansas City for $10.5. The normal 
tariff is $12.50. It is expected that this rate 
will go down to $9.25 within a few days. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee ang St. Paul 
took the initiative in the fight. Other lines 
have declared their intention of following 
its lead. 

Blame for the necessity for these reduc- 
tions is placed by the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul upon the Canadian Pacific: 
That line, the (Milwaukee and St. Paul de- 
clares in its notice, brought about a war of 
rates to Alaska ports. The application of 
these low rates—about 60 per cent below au- 
thorized tariffs—affected the Chicago-St. 
Paul situation to such an extent that bro- 
kers have had no difficulty in selling tickets 
for either St. Paul or Minneapolis for $8 
and $8.50. The same rates have been made 
by the brokers for weeks from St. Paul to 
Chicago. 

The reductions made will affect not only 
St. Paul, Omaha and Kansas City traffic, 
but all that beyond, the new fares being 
tendered as basing rates to connecting lines.

Colonel McClernand, of General Shaf- 
ter’s staff, directed me to give instruc- 
tions to General Kent, which 1 complied 
with in person, at the same time persdonal- 
ly directing General Sumner to move for- 
ward. The men were all compelied to 
wade the San-Juan river to get into line.

Exactly What Did Occur. 
A high officer of the army, a man who 
was at Santiago and who is so prominent 
that it is almost impossible to conceal his 
identity, has thrown some interesting ligiht 
upon the occurrences about Santiagu. The 
facts, as he states them, may be condensed 
in this way: 
There was a council of war the night of 
the 2d of July. General Shafter was suffer- 
ing greatly from stomach trouble and tlere 
is much of him to come within the zone 
of that trouble when it is on. He called 
together his generals to discuss the advis- 
ability of withdrawing the army from the 
position it had taken. When General 
Wheeler was called on, he declared that 
he did not favor retreat, but proposed to 
stay where he was if allowed to do so. 
Wheeler, too, was ill—so ill that as he sat 
in a chair discussing the proposition to fall 
back he swayed from side to side, unable 
to hold this head up. He was at that time 
practically alone in the position he took 
against retreat, both General Kent and 
General Sumner voting to fall back. It 
‘Was not until General Lawton and General 
Bates returned from in front of El Caney 
that Wheeler had any backing. These gen- 
erals voted with him against retreat. But 
Shafter favored falling back and the re- 
treat was determined upon. 
Why Shafter Demanded Surrender. 
According to this authority Genera] Shaf- 
ter determined to demand the surrender of 
the city with the expectation of being able 
to retire under cover of the negotiations.

for the purpose of transporting two and 
perhaps three of the so-called immune regi- 
ments to Santiago de Cuba, where they go 
to the relief of a portion of General Shaf- 
ter’s command, now suffering from sick) ess 
end disease.

MOB ATTACKS NON-UNION MEN: 


Police and Strikers Have a Pitched 
Battle at Oshkosh, Wis. 


Oshkosh, Wis., August 5.—Rioting has 
been resumed by the striking woodworkers 
here on account of the sash and door man- 
ufactlurers trying to operate with non-un.on 
labor. At the Morgan plant last night a 
crowd of 1,000 strikers and sympathizers 
gathered to abuse and maltreat non-union 
workmen as they left the mill. 

Chief Weisbrod with a force of police 
succeeded in preserving a semblance of or- 
der until darkness set m, when a serious 
onslaught on the police was made in which 
several officers received bruises and cuts 
and Chief Weisbrod was brought to his 
knees by a stone striking him above the 
heart. Several! shots were fired in the air 
and the police finally withdrew. 

Today the strikers again congregated and 
clubbed and stoned non-union workmen 
trying to reach the Morgan mill. Thirty 
policemen were dispatched to re-enforce the 
small squad on duty there. 

When the police arrived the crowd set 
on them with sticks and stones in a vicious 
manner. The police used their clubs freely 
and the street was finally cleared at the 
expense of many broken heads and a score 
of arrests, including nine women. The non- 
union crew finally reached the mill under 
police protection and the factory was 
started up with a strong force of police 
to keep the streets clear around the plant. 
The strikers are far from subdued, how- 
ever, and more trouble is promised. 

A mob also congregated at the Paine 
plant today, but no violence was reported.

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SEVERE STORM AT GRIFFIN. 
Resivence Struck by Lightning—In- 
mates Shocked. 

Griffin, Ga., August 5.—(Specia].)—Our city 
was visited by a very severe rain and witad 
storm this afternoon. Lightning struck the 
building occupied by Childs & Goddard, and 
shattered the glass in one of the windows 
and splintered the frame and sash. Mp. 
Goddard received a severe shock, but was 
more badly frightened than hurt. Just about 
a year ago this building was struck within

Passes are issued 
to none of his men for later than 10:30 p. 
m., and that does not mean 11 o’cleck, ag 
some of them have learned to their sorrow. 
No intoxicating beverage fs allowed on the 
grounds, and if there is cause for suspi- 
cion the men are searched and when liquor 
Is found on their persons it is confiscated. 
The common practice among soldiers of 
playing poker is also receiving the atten- 
tion of Colonel Candler, and he is doing 
his best to suppress the evil. When hi’s 
men are caught playing that game they are 
put on police guty for several days. If 
Visitors to the camp are caught, they are 
arrested and delivered over to the sheriff 
of this county. 

The men are improving very rapidly un- 
der the hard drilling they receive each 
day and their discipline is above reproach.

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A’ Warning to Democrats. 

It would be well perhaps not to in- 
quire too closely into the motives that 
prompted the democrats of Florida, in 
their state convention, to adopt a reso- 
lution condemning the policy of teiri- 
torial expanston. This action, how- 
ever, Was just as reasonable and just as 
democratic as the defeat, by an over- 
whelming majority, of a resolution pro- 
viding that in 1900 the nominations of 
the party be made by primaries. 

Nobody who believes in democracy 
ean find any objection to nominations 
by primaries. On the other hand, dem- 
Ocrats cannot condemn a policy of ter- 
ritorial expansion without condemning 
their own party. If democrats had not 
inaugurated and carried out a policy of 
territorial expansion, the country would 
be bounded on the south by the Spanish 
territory of Florida, and on the west 
by the upper Mississippi. The terri- 
tory of the republic would now be a 
strip of country lying along the Atlan- 
tic seaboard. 

It is this policy of territorial expan- 
sion which has made the country grezt, 
and for this policy the democratic party 
is entirely responsible. It was begun 
and carried out in the face of the 1r.ost 
strenuous opposition on the part of 


~~~those who now call themselves repub- 


licans, but who, in old times, called 
themselves federalists and whigs. If 
now, it sbould turn out that these 
traditional opponents and enemies cf 
territorial expansion have been so far 
converted as to acknowledge the force 
and vitality of this democratic doctrine, 
why, so much the more honor for the 
democratic party. 

Democrats cannot afford to permit 
petty and spiteful opposition to the re- 
publican party to lead them astray 
either in matters of docrine or in mat- 
ters of policy. So far as Florida is 
concerned, we think that the immediate 
annexation of Porto Rico and the ulti- 
mate annexation of Cuba would bvild 
up the commercial interests of the state 
in a wonderful degree. We believe, 
also, that it would add largely to the 
volume of winter travel which Florida 
already finds so profitable. 
that, it would enable the government 


to apply in Cuba a system of scientific. 


sanitation which would forever free our 
south Atlantic and gulf ports from the 
scourge of yellow fever. Freedom from 
this scourge would be worth millions to 
Florida. 

But, wholly apart from such consid- 
erations as these, the democrats of 
Florida cannot afford to indorse or at- 
tach themselves to a policy which is in 
dfrect opposition to all the teachings 
and traditions of democracy. If colonies 
are necessary to the carrying out of the 
democratic policy, the country must 
have them. We must carry out the 


_ | pledge made to Cuba; we must establish 


an independent government there; but 
all the symptoms go to show that the 
ultimate destiny of Cuba is to become 
@ part of the territory of the United 
States. We look forward to large 
investments of American capital in Cu- 
ba, to the building of an adequate rail- 
Way system, and to a great expansion 
of the island’s trade; but whether these 
follow peace immediately or remotely, 
we are of the opinion that the conser- 
vative elements in Cuba, the revolu- 
tionists as well as the autonomists, will 
see that complete peace and tranquility 
are to be found in a more intimate con- 
nection with the great republic. This 
is the destiny of Cuba, as Jefferson saw 
it, and, though the name of that prophet 
of democracy is often taken in vain. it 
was his pride-to attach it to the demo- 


'. cratic policy of territorial expansion. 


The time is not yet ripe, and never 
will be, while the people have interests 


, to promote and defend, for the demo- 


cratic party to become a mere faction— 
& mere party of opposition. It has pol- 
icies of its own, policies that have made 
the. country great and glorious, policies 
that commend themselves to the in- 
‘stincts as well as the sober judgment of 
the great mass of the people. 

The policy of territorial] expansion 
still remains democratic in essence and 
substance even though the necessities 
of the hour have impelled a republican 
administration to indorse it.

If this war has demonstrated one 
thing beyond all question, it is the val- 
ue of the morning. paper as the real 
purveyor of news that is news, 

It has long been the boast of the 
evening newspapers that most of the 
events of the Way happen in time for 
publication in their columns. In a 
sense this may be true, but it is not 
nearly so true as is the fact that the 
news of these events does not get into 
the afternoon papers—save now and 
then in a sporadic “extra” of which the 
regular subscribers of the paper have no 
benefit—and that it is the morning 
newspaper which does give the news.

The Washington Post makes this fit- 
ting and timely comment upon this con- 
dition of affairs when it says: 

There is a field for the evening news- 
papers, and The Post would not detract 
one tota from their worth. Occasionally 
there is a holiday, when a game of baseball 
in the morning gives them a great oppor- 
tunity. Then they are frequently able to 
catch up with the finish of a boat race or 
a game of football. At other times they 
can make themselves somewhat interesting 
by interviewing the public men concerning 
the news which appears in the morning 
newspapers. The president’s message is 
perhaps the greatest boon of the afternoon 
journal, and it ig frequently the ease that 
it is the first to reach the anxious public 
with the report of the speech of Queen 
Victoria upon the assembling of parliament. 
The evening newspaper will continue to 
have its own peculiar field, but in printing 
the news of the present war it has not 
been in sight at any stage. Perhaps sun- 
down journalism will have better luck with 
the next war. 

No picture could be more to the life, 
The afternoon newspapers have their 
field of usefulness doubtless, but if you 
would have news while it is news, you 
must read the morning newspapers. 


As in Alabama, So in Georgia.

Our Foreign Trade. 

Some interesting figures have recently 
been sent out by the bureau of statistics 
showing the enormous growth of our 
foreign trade during the past ten years. 

First, the gratifying statement is made 
that our total exports for the fiscal vear 
ending June 30, 1898 aggregated $1,231,- 
311,868, disclosing a balance of trade in 
our favor of $615,000,000, 

To point out the pienomena! increase 
in our foreign trade during the past ten 
years comparisons are made between 
the figures for 1898 and the figures for 
1888. Taking the principal countries 
of the globe, our exports to them have 
been as follows: Great Britain, in 
1898, $540,000,000; in 1888, $362,000,000; 
Germany, in 1898, $150,000,000; in 1888, 
$56,000,000; France, in 1898, $100,000,000; 
in 1888, $40,000,000; Canada, in 1898, $S5,- 
000,000; in 1888, $38,000,000; Netherlands, 
in 1898, $65,000,000; in 1888, $16,000,- 
000: Belgium, in 1898, $47,000,000; in 
1888. $10,000,000; Japan, in 1898, $21,- 
000,000; in 1888, $4,000,000; Africa, in 
1898, $17,000,000; in 1888,- $3,000,000; 
China, in 1898, $10,000,000;/f in 188%, 
$4,500,000; Austria-Hungary- in 1898, 
$5,000,000; in 1888, $500,000; Denmark, 
in 1898, $12,000,000: in 1888, $3,000,000. 

As the above figures show our foreign 
trade during the past 
doubled in almost every instance. 
other country on the globe can show 
anything like this record. Thus we 
have literally become thé purveyor of 
food and supplies to the nations of the 
earth. 

But the end ts notin sight yet. When 
the Nicaragua canal ts completed, giving 
us better facilities for reaching oriental 
markets, we will greatly improve upon 
the record which we have already made. 


Porto Rico. 

Since the fates have decreed that Por- 
to Rico is soon to be annexed to the 
United States, it is well to go back and 
review some of the tmformation which 
we have already gathered in regard to 


| our future possession. 


Porto -Rico contains exactly 38,670 
square miles, which gives it one-four- 
teenth the area of Cuba and four times 
the area of Rhode Island. 

its population is 800,000. This includes 
300,000 negroes. Its chief cities are San 
Juan, Ponce and San Germain. 

Porto Rico’s principal imports are cof- 
fee, sugar, molasses and tobacco. With 
respect to the climate of the island, it 
is comparatively mild, and «an be easily 
endured even in midsummer by inhabi- 
tants of the temperate zone. 

With respect to internal improvements 
Porto Rico has 470 miles of telegraph 
and 137 miles of railway. She has also 
170 miles of railway under construction 

Porto Rico is naturally one of the 
richest countries on the globe. Its ex- 
ports for the past year aggregated in 
value $14,600,000. Under favorable con- 
ditions these figures can be easily quad- 
rupled. It is said that the finest Ha- 
vana cigars aregymade from Porto Rico’s 
tobacco, and that the coffee produced in 
the western part of the island is without 
equal, 

Thus, in exchange for the*blessings of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization which we are 


about to confer upon Porto Rico, it, 


seems that we are to receive something 
in return. 


Physical Defects of Americans. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities Dr. 
Olin F. Harvey, of Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
has examined several hundred applicants 
for admission to the United States 
army; and supposing that the informa- 
tion thus derived might be of interest 
to the public, he has put into writing 
the results of ‘his official labors during 
the past three months. 

In the first place, he states that in 
many cases he found it necessary to re- 
ject applicants on account of insufficient 
chest expansfon, and tyat, strange 
enough to say, most of the applicants 
who failed to come up to the required 
test were farmers. “Brought up to 
plow and hoe and scrape the ground 
with long-handled tools,” says Dr. Har- 
vey, “they had very strong arms and 
backs, but they were muscle-bound and 
bent over. ‘Their chests were badly 
contracted, and few of them could ex- 
pand two inches.” In the gécond place 
he states that he found it necessary to 
throw out many applicants on account 
of defective vision. 7 

Also, bad teeth, excessive indulgence 
in the bicycle habit and other evils are 
causes to which Dr. Harvey attributes 
the failure of many to pass the requisite 
examination.

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Harvey offers the following, brief hints: 
First. Look out for the eyes of the 

young, and be careful that they are not

They ought to try setting up ex- 
ercises a8 a regular routine. 

‘Third. Bicycle riders ought to beware 
of scorching and racing and of the long 
and tedious rides across country.

They effect the entire system. 

These wise suggestions from one of 
the ablest medical practitioners in the 
country should not be lightly brushed 
aside or forgotten. On the contrary, 
they should be put into general effect 
at once. Americans are too prone to 
neglect the laws of health and they need 
sadly to amend this characteristic. 


Captain Bob Evans’s Retort.

a black mark against me on account of it. 
I may not stand with Captain Philip among 
the first chosen in the hereafter, but I have 
this to say in conclusion, that every drop 
of blood in my body on the afternoon of 
the 3d of July was singing thanks and 
praise to Almighty God for the victory we 
had won.” 

We congratulate Captain Bob Evans 
on the splendid character of this re- 
tort. He has not only met with digni- 
ty the criticism made upon him, but he 
has put himself side by side with Cap- 
tain Philip, of the Texas, in paying 
tribute to Almighty God for the victory 
at Santiago.

With respect to the matter of govern- 
mental reform in thé Philippines, The 
New York Sun declares that Spain can 
never be prevailed upon to grant it and 
that the only way in which it can he 
accomplished is for the United States 
government to maintain its authority 
over the islands.

The average Spanish journalist is no 
fool. He has sense enough to bow to the 
inevitable, and he accepts the situation 
gracefully. 

La Democracia was the most violent 
newspaper at Ponce, or in all Porto Rico 
or Cuba. For months past it has de 
nounced the “yankee pig dogs’ in the 
bitterest terms. It hag predicted the de- 
feat and humiliation of the Americans, 
and has reported Spanish victories every 
day. 

According to this malignant and men- 
dacious sheet, the fleets and armies of 
Spain were preparing to capture our sea 
coast cities, and seize and occupy perma- 
nently the whole of Florida.

Dr. William Gilbert Grace, the greatest 
cricketer that ever played the English na- 
tional game, recently celebrated his fiftieth 
birthday. He captained the Gentlemen 
against the Players at Lords, London, and 
scored 43 runs, not out, in the first inning 
of the game. A few days later Dr. Grace 
scored 168 runs in @ county game. This was 
his one hundred and seventeenth century 
made in first-class cricket during the past 
thirty-four seasons. What this great record 
means cam be understood when many 
cricketers, fairly good players, “point with 
pride” to the scoring of 4 single century 
during years of hard trying. Grace has 
often been called the most popular man in 
England. Hundreds gather to see the great 
cricketer pass and thousands flock to the 
grounds where he is scheduled to play,Not 
long ago, at a dinner where there’ were 
twenty-one diners, a vote was taken, Four 
voted the grand old man Gladstone the 
most popular man in England and the 
other seventeen were solid for Dr. Grace.

In the opposite 
direction you could see ten to one of the 
boys in blue charging flercely into the line 
of our soldiers. As far as your eves could 
see there was cayalry, infantry end ar- 
tillery moving madly to the front. Sume 
places our forces have gone _ into the 
enemy's lines and turned their own artillery 
on them. But it makes you sad a little 
further along the line to see the reverse of 
circumstances. a

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A Warning to Democrats. 

It would be well perhaps not to in- 
quire too closely into the motives that 
prompted the democrats of Florida, in 
their state convention, to adopt a reso-

If this war has- demonstrated one 
thing beyond all question, it is the val- 
ue of the morning paper as the real 
purveyor of news/that is news. 

It has long been the boast of the 
evening newspapers that most of. the 
events of the day happen in time for 
publication in their .ecolumns. In a 
sense this may be true, but it is not 
nearly so true as ts the fact that the 
news of these events does not get into 
the afternoon =papers—save now and 
then in a sporadic “extra” of which the 
regular subscribers of the paper have no 
benefit—and that it is the morning 
newspaper which does give the news. 

A few days ago. The New York Eve- 
nigg Post, one of the best representa- 
teyes of the afternoon journalism, sent 

a wail that the afternoon newspapers 
were being discriminated against be 
cause they did not get the news, and in 
this connection threw out the suggestion 
of a conspiracy against them. This led 
The Washington Post to an investiga- 
tion into the facts, and the subject 
has been discussed by some of our con- 
temporaries.

Perhaps sun- 
down journalism will have better luck with 
the next war.

Some interesting figures have recently 
been sent out by the bureau of statistics 
showing the enormous growth of our 
foreign trade during the past ten years. 

First, the gratifying statement is made 
that our total exports for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1898 aggregated $1,231,- 
311,868, disclosing a balance of trade in 
our favor of $615,000,000, 

To point out the piienomena! increase 
in our foreign trade during the past ten 
years comparisons are made between 
the figures for 1898 and the figures for 
1888. Taking the principal countries 
of the globe, our exports to them have 
been as follows: Great Britain, in 
1898, $540,000,000; in 1888, $362,000,000; 
Germany, in 1898, $150,000,000; in 1888,. 


$56,000,000; France, in 1898, $100,000,000; | 


in 1888, $40,000,000; Canada, in 1898, $S5,- 
000,000: in 1888, $38,000,000; Netherlands, 
in 1898, $65,000,000; in 1888, $16,000,- 
000; Belgium, in 1898, $47,000,000; in 
1888. $10,000,000; Japan, in 1898, $21,- 
000,000; in 1888, $4,000,000; Africa, in 
1898, $17,000,000; in 1888,- $3,000,000; 
China, in 1898, $10,000,000; in 1888, 
$4,500,000: Austria-Hungary, i{n 1898, 
$5,000,000: in 1888, $500,000; Denmark, 
in 1898, $12,090,000; in 1888, $3,000,000. 

As the above figures show our foreign 
rade during the past ten 
doubled in almost every instance. No 
other country on the globe can show 
anything like this record. Thus. we 
have literally become the purveyor of 
food and supplies to the nations of the 
earth. 

But the end ts notin sight yet. When 
the Nicaragua canal ts completed, giving 
us better facilities for reaching oriental 
markets, we will greatly improve upon 
the record which we have already made. 


Porto Rico. 

Since the fates have decreed that Por- 
to Rico is soon to be annexed to the 
United States, it is well to go back and 
review some of the ‘nformation which 
we have already gathered in regard to 


Porto Rico contains exactly 3,670 
square miles, which gives it one-four- 
teenth the area of Cuba and four times 
the area of Rhode Island. 

its population is 800,000. This includes 
200,000 negroes. Its chief cities are San 
Juan, Ponce and San Germain. 

Porto Rico’s principal imports are cof- 
fee, sugar, molasses and tobacco. With 
respect to the climate of the island, it 
is comparatively mild, and «an be easily 
endured even in midsummer by inhabi- 
tants of the temperate zone. 

With respect to internal improvements 
Porto Rico has 470 miles of telegraph 
and 137 miles of railway. She has also 
170 miles of railway under construction 

Porto Rico is naturally one of the 
richest countries on the globe. Its ex- 
ports for the past year aggregated in 
value $14,600,000. Under favorable con- 
ditions these figures can be easily quad- 
rupled. It is said that the finest Ha- 
vana cigars arepmade from Porto Rico’s 
tobacco, and that the coffee produced in 
the western part of the island is without 
equal. 

Thus, in exchange for the blessings of 
Anglo-Saxon civilization which we are 
about to confer upon Porto Rico, it 
seems that we are to receive something 
in return. 

Physical Defects of Americans. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities Dr. 
Olin F. Harvey, of Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
has examined several hundred applicants 
for admission to the United States 
army; and supposing that the informa- 
tion thus derived might be of interest 
to the public, he has put into writing 
the results of ‘his official labors during 
the past three months. 

In the first place, he states that in 
many cases he found it necessary to re- 
ject applicants on account of insufficient 
chest expansfon, and tyat, strange 
enough to say, most of the applicants 
who failed to come up to the required 
test were farmers. “Brought up to 
plow and hoe and scrape the ground 
with long-handled tools,” says Dr. Har- 
vey, “they had very strong arms and 
backs, buf they were muscle-bound and 
bent over. Their chests were badly 
contracted, and few of them could ex- 
pand two inches.” In the second place 
he states that he found it necessary to 
throw out many applicants on account 
of defective vision. 

Also, bad teeth, excessive indulgence 
in the bicycle habit and other evils are 
causes to which Dr. Harvey attributes 
the failure of many to pass the requisite

Harvey offers the following_brief hints: 
First. Look out for the eyes of the 

young, and be careful that they are not 

allowed to overwork or strain them. 

Second. Let the young farmer boys, 
otherwise vigorous and strong, beware 
of the contraction of their chests and 
lungs. They ought to try setting up ex- 
ercises as a regular routine. 

‘Third. Bicycle riders ought to beware 
of scorching and racing and of the long 
and tedious rides across country. Ridé 
in moderation. 

Fourth. Take care of the teeth, and 
look after them early and persistently. 
They effect the entire system. 

These wise suggestions from one of 
the ablest medical practitioners in the 
country should not be lightly brushed 
aside or forgotten. On the contrary, 
they should be put into general effect 
at once. Americans are too prone to 
neglect the laws of health and they need 
sadly to amend this characteristic.

Captain Bob Evans’s Retort. 

Captain Bob Evans, of the lowa, may

‘To leave them to suffer for want 
of food and clothing while I called my men 
aft to offer prayers was not my idea of 
either Christianity or rel'gion. I preferred 
to clothe the naked, feed the hungry and 
succor the sick, and I am strongly of the 
opinion that the Almighty Go@ has not put 
a black mark against me on account of it. 
I may not stand with Captain Philip among 
the first ehosen in the hereafter, but I have 


this to say in conclusion, that every drop | 


of blood in my body on the afternoon of 
the 3d of July was singing thanks and 
praise to Almighty God for the victory we 
had won.”’ 

We congratulate Captain Bob Evans 
on the splendid character of this re- 
tort. He has not only met with digni- 
ty the criticism made upon him, but he 
has put himself side by side with Cap- 
tain Philip, of the Texas, in paying 
tribute to Almighty God for the victory 
at Santiago. 

Americans have reason to be proud 
of the fine moral sentiment which the 
present war has brought forth as well 
as with the spiendid triumphs which it 
has conferred upon the flag.

The Problem of the Philippines. 

The New York Sun is pronounced 
in its opposition to the policy of simply 
retaining a coaling station in the Phil- 
‘ppines. With characteristic force it 
argues that the entire group of islands 
ought to be brought under the flag of 
the United States.

If we intended to exact only a coaling 
station it would have been wiser and kind- 
er to have avoided any decisive naval dem- 
onstration in the harbor of Manila, for 
then Aguinaldo’s followers would not have 
been emboldened to revolt and thus expose 
themselves to future measures of vindictive 
repression on the part of restored Spanish 
authority.

restore the Philippines Yo Spain and enable 
her to use for their subjugation the 100,000 
disciplined soldiers now stationed in Cuba 
and Porto Rico. If that is to be the out- 
come of Admiral Dewey’s victory his great 
achievement at Cavite will prove to have 
been a curse and not a blessing to the 
temporarily encouraged victims of Spanish 
oppression. 

With respect to the matter of govern- 
mental reform in thé Philippines, The 
New York Sun declares that Spain can 
never be prevailed upon to grant it and 
that the only way in which it can ke 
accomplished is for the United States 
government to maintain its authority 
over the islands. In commenting upon 
the perfidy of Spain The Sun continues: 


Is that perfidious power more likely to be 
controlled by paper guarantees at the 
further end of the globe that she was by 
those given to Cuba by Martinez Campos 
in 1878?

If we are deter- 
mined to replace the natives of the Philip- 
pines under the yoke of their old taskmas- 
ter, let us do it with a bold and cynical 
indifference to the opinions of the world.

The Sun takes the position that tie 
hand of providence is directing the 
course of events in the present war and 
that the United States government, re- 
gardless of past traditions, is now called 
upon by the voice of destiny itself to 
give civilization and liberty to the Phil- 
ippines as well as to Cuba and to Porto 
Rico.

The average Spanish journalist is no 
fool. He has sense enough to bow to the 
inevitable, and he accepts the situation 
gracefully. 

La Democracia was the most 
newspaper at Ponce, or in all Porto Rico 
or Cuba. For months past it has de 
nounced the “yankee pig dogs” in the 
bitterest terms. It hag predicted the de- 
feat and humiliation of the Americans, 
and has reported Spanish victories every 
day. 

According to this malignant and men- 
dacious sheet, the fleets and armies of 
Spain were preparing to capture our sea 
coast cities, and seize and occupy perma- 
nently the whole of Florida.

It now comes out as The Courier, and is 
partly printed in English. 

There is a change of policy, too. The 
editor promises to advocate the ideas of 
‘brotherhood and harmony.’ He informs 
his feaderg that the Americans have come, 
not as enemies, but as friends, with the 
purpose of harmonizing with the citizens 
of Porto Rico. 

In his rather lame English, 
says: 

“We are pleased to make known that 
these ideas have been respected, and that 
all the acts of the forces occupying our 
city have been characterized by the most 
exquisite correctness and that the Ameri- 
can troops fraternize with our people.”’ 

In Spanish-American countries such sud. 
den conversions have been known to occur 
before. They are the logical result of cir- 
cumstances over which the editors have no 
control. 

It is all very fine to say that the pen 
is mightier than the sword, but when a 
Spanish journalist finds himself at the 
mercy of the sword he loses no time in 
offering it the most enthusiastic support 
of his quill. 


We may laugh, but the editor down at 
Ponce is a mighty sensible fellow. He 
recognizes the fact that when times change 
men must change with them, or become 
back numbers. 

After all, he is not alone. He is follow- 
ing a very illustrious precedent, which is 
worth recalling. ; 

When The Moniteur at Paris first heard 
of Napoleon’s eacape from Elba it said:

The next day the paper had the follow- 
ing:

On the third day The Moniteur said:

and consequently of the world? Is he more 
than forty years old? SPORTSMAN.

Dr. William Gilbert Grace, the greatest 
cricketer that ever played the English na- 
tional game, recently celebrated his fiftieth 
birthday. He captained the Gentlemen 
against the Players at Lords, London, and 
scored 43 runs, not out, in the first inning 
of the game. A few days later Dr. Grace 
scored 168 runs in a county game. This was 
his one hundred and seventeenth century 
made in first-class cricket during the past 
thirty-four seasons, What this great record 
means can be understood when many 
cricketers, fairly good players, “point with 
pride” to the scoring of 4 single century 
during years of hard trying. Grace has 
often been called the most popular man in 
England. Hundreds gather to see the great 
cricketer pass and thousands flock to the 
grounds where he Is scheduled to play. Not 
long ago, at a dinner where there were 
twenty-one diners, a vote was taken. Four 
voted the grand old man Gladstone the 
most popular man in England and the 
other seventeen were solid for Dr. Grace. 
It has for years been the habit of devotees 
of the game in England to turn first of 
all-tto the cricket news when they open their 
morning papers to read of Grace’s latest 
achievements. Dr. Grace is probably the 
only champion in any branch of athletics 
whose title is undisputed. A competent 
English authority recently said of him: 
“For accuracy of judgment, for skill in 
placing the ball, for endurance and every- 
thing else that goes to make a great bats- 
man, he has never been equaled, Add to 
this his brilliancy in fielding and his ability 
as a bowler, his claim to rank as the most 
remarkable all-around cricketer of any 
age must be absolutely unquestioned.” 


Here Is the Official Report. 


Editor Constitution—There has been con- 
siderable said in the New York papers re- 
garding alleged cowardice on the part of 
members of the Seventy-first New York.

I finally ordered 
them to lie down in the thicket and clear 
the way for others of their own regiment, 
who were coming up behind. This many 
of them did, and the Second and Third 
battalions came forward in better order and 
moved along the road toward the ford. 

“One of my staff officers ran back, wav- 
ing his hat to hurry forward the Third 
brigade, who, ‘upon approaching the forks, 
found the way blocked by men of the 
Seventy-first New York. There were other 
men of this regiment crouching in the

Suvme 
places our forces have gone _ into the 
enemy’s lines and turned their own artillery 
on them. But it makes you sad a little 
further along the line to see the reverse of 
circumstances. 

We heard many incidents related, and 
would like to relate one here, but space 
will not permit. 

No one can leave the scene without a 
thorough enthusiasm of appreciation for our 
noble veterans.

NO PRANKS WITH HIS DEAD BODY | 


Bismarck Had an Aversion To Being 
Termed a “Beautiful Corpse.” 
Berlin, August 5.—Lord Salisbury’s tele- 
gram of condolence, describing the “‘splen- 
did genius” of Prince Bismarck, gives great 

satisfaction. 

Bismarck, it is reported, once said to his 
wife: 

“I will at least take precautions in gr00d 
time against mischievous pranks being 
played with my dead body. I should not 
like to furnish what the Berliners call a 
‘beautiful corpse’ in one of those theatrical 
tragi-comedies, something between a village 
fair and a church processton. It would be 
about the only thing that now has any 
terrors for me.” ; 

Herr Hayden, editor of the Zukenblatt, 
which published the foregoing, was one of 
Prince Bismarck’s most intimate friends. 
In the course of the same article he says: 

“Dr. Schmeninger knew last Ostober 
that the prince was doomed but kept 
the knowledge secret until the end. It was 
in accordance with Prince Bismarck’s own 
wish that the letter of resignation was pub- 
lished six, hours after his death because he 
feared that if it was longer delayed high 
influence might prevent its publication alto- 
gether.”’ 

Eighteen hundred telegrams have arrived 
at Friedrichsruhe and 180 have been dis- 
patched since the prince’s death. The 
whereabouts of the memoirs is still kept 
secret, but it is asserted that they are in 
the hands of Cotta at Stuttgart. Despite 
denials it is unlikely that they will be pub- 
lished before December, as they are not 
yet printed and must be copyrighted in 
America and abroad for simultaneous pub- 
lication. 

It is believed that the memoirs wil] fur- 
nish a key to the diplomatic history of the 
last forty years.

CRISIS OF THE COTTON CROP 


Comtinued Rains Will Cause Heavy 
Loss fram the Rust, 


HOT SUNS = WITHOUT AMY RAINS 


Boll Worm Appears in Texas and Is 
Doing Much Injury in Some 
Counties—The Showers 
Are General Over the 
Belt.:

THE SOUTH’S PROSPERITY FOR THE 
next twelve months is hanging in the bal- 
ance. 

The scales may gO up or may go down. 
It all depends on the weather. Either too 
much rain or too much sunshine will cost 
the south millions of dollars. So far as can 
be seen now. the rains have not done great 
damage to the cotton, but that they have 
injured it some itn many sections ls evi- 
dent, though no one can tell now what the 
injury has been. In other sections the rain 
has been a great benefit and the crop has 
received more help than damage. Again, 
in other places there has been no rain an 
in other places there has been no rain and 
the crop is suffering for want of showers. 

As the crop appears today, and assuming 
that no harm would come to it, but that it 
would ripen perfectly, the yleld would be 
enormous. Last year’s crop was the largest 
ever made. The statistical year does not 
end until August 3lst and by that time the 
receipts will reach very close to 11,250,000 
bales, so the cotton authorities say. 

The crop which {is growing now does not 
cover so large an acreage by 2,500,600 acres, 
but the yield will be so large, according to 
present indications, that there will be every 
bit as much cotton made as there was in 
1897. The crop is right now in its most 
critical stage. If the rains continue there 
will be too much weed, and the rust will 
do immense.damage on the light gray and 
sandy soils. Indeed, reports are coming in 
now about rust. 

If the rains stop suddenly and the sun 
comes out hot, the cotton will shed fast 
and a vast loss will follow. Over in Texas 
the bollworm is hurting the crop badly in 
certain sections. It is worst that was ever 
known in some Texas counties. Down in 
the southwestern part of Texas the Mexi- 
can weevil is appearing and it is feared 
that it will be worse than it has ever been 
before. 

In Louisiana the farmers:are complaining 
of too much rain. In iMississippi the crop 
is full of grass, but no very serious damage 
has yet resulted. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox, Colonel J. W. 
Ruchier and their expert, Mr. Nicholson, 
said yesterday that the outlook indicates 
a large crop, but that no one can tell what 
it will we, because of the injury liable to 
befall the cotton in the next sixty days, 

‘The crop may be cut down 2,000,000 bales, 
or even 3,000,000 bales,”’ said ‘Mr: Nicholson. 
“We cannot tell what the weather ts going 
to be and the size of the crop depends large- 
ly on the weather. Reports from the cotton 
belt show that the rains have been general. 
In Mississippi yesterday for instance, there 
was a heavy rainfall at some points, while 
here in Atlanta it was comparatively light. 
Our correspondents say that it is hard to 
estimate the effects of the rains now, but 
if they continue much longer, or if they 
Stop suddenly and the sun comes out hot, 
there will be losses from shedding. An es- 
timate of the crop made now may miss the 
result by 3,000,000 bales. The Texas crop is 
in danger, too, as well as that of the rest 
of the country. They have insect pests 
which do not trouble us much, and this year 
all insect pestS have been worst than in 
years. If nothing happens to the crop, it 
will be as large as last year’s, but the 
chances are that it will suffer more or less 
injury.’”’ 

Mr. Nicholson said that there will be a 
large amount of old cotton carried over 
this year. He picked up a statement from 
Augusta which showed that there was 
8,000 bales on hand in that city the 
other day, against 730 bales on the same 
date last season. Besides, there is more of 
the old crop in the country than ts usually 
found in August. 

The Constitution’s exchanges received 
yesterday from the cotton belt contained 
many interviews with farmers who talked 
despondently. In south Georgia they were 
very blue at the outlook, all saying that 
they have had too much rain. 

Former Senator Render, of Greenville, 
Meriwether county, who was here yester- 
day, said that in his section there has been 
entirely too much rain and that cotton is 
suffering. 3 

A planter from Texas who was here yes- 
terday said that the crop in his state was 
promising a rich yield until the last ten 
days, when the rains and the insects came 
on. He was afraid that the yield would be 
largely reduced. 

A representative of one of the largest cot- 
ton buying houses in Atlanta stated yes- 
terday that he did not believe 
the crop had _ suffered materially up 
to the present, but he feared that if the 
raing continued a few days more they 
would cause much loss.

NORTH CAROLINIANS TO G0. 


Volunteers at the Post Indignant at 
the Open Charges That Have Been 
Made Against Them. 

An order for the removal of the two 
rompanies of North Carolina volunteers 
now stationed at Fort McPherson. was is- 
sued from the department of the gulf yes- 
terday morning. The Tarheel boys wall 
be sent to St. Simon’s island to join the 
Second North Carolina regiment, which 
has been ordered to garrison the fort at 
that place. Four companies of the regt- 
ment are already stationed on the island, 
and the remaining companies will all ar- 
rive there before the last of next week. 
Companies F and G at Fort McPherson 
will be given transportation either today 

or tomorrow. 

Since arriving In Atlanta the volunteers 
have been on guard duty at the barracks. 
and have given catathetto to the com- 
manding officer in the capacity of guards. 

The North Carolina boys have felt keen- 
ly the criticisms that have been directed 
against them, and they repudiate the 
eharge of laxity at the guardhouse of the 
post. They claim that the escape of pris- 
oners was not the result of carelessness on 
their part but was due to the neglect of 
the officers commanding the fort. 

Captain Cobb, of company F, !n speaking 
of the charges against his men. said: 

“We have been outraged by the publi- 
cation of the article in an afternoon paper 
which says the North Carolina men have 
proved themselves unfit for guard duty. 
It is claimed several men escaped from 
the guardhouse while my men were patrol- 
ing the place. As a matter of fact, only 
one man escaped, and the reason for that 
proved to be that the men were furnished 
no cartridges and had no way of stopping 
the escaped prisoner, since they could not 
leave their post of duty. 

“The statement that we are to be re- 
moved for incapacity is plainly a fabrica- 
tion, since it was announced weeks ago 
that all the soldiers would be removed 
from here because of the presence of so 
much typhoid fever in the camp. Major 
Bubb, the commander of the post, told me 
personally that this was the cause of the 
removal of the men, and that with over 500 
cases of fever in the hospital, Fort Mc- 
Pherson was no proper place for a large 
garrison of men.” ¢ 

Major Bubb said, in regard to the rause 
for the transfer of the North Carolina 
troops: ‘It is the purpose of the war de- 
partment to reduce the garrison to the Hv- 
ing basis of 1,0000, and as many troops:as 
possible will be hurried off to other places 
before the end of next week. ' 

“So far as I know, there are as good sol- 
diers among the volunteers as among the 
regulars.,”’ 

The North Carolinians have not been re- 
lieved of guard duty, and will remain in 
that capacity until the time for their de- 
parture arrives. Several regulars have 
been added to the garrison force because 
the volunteers did not have enough men to 
patrol the grounds.

OFFICER MILLS 
DIED LAST NIGHT 


ages 


Wound of the Assassinated Policeman 
Proves To Be Fatal. 


ANOTHER MURDER _ MYSTERY 


Mills the Third Officer Assassinated 
Within Twelve Months. 


CORONER WILL PROBABLY HOLD AN INQUEST 


His Death Occurred a Few Minutes 
Before 11 O’Clock Last 
Night. 


OLICEMAN T. CARL MILLS, who 
p was waylaid and shot by an asas- 
sin Monday night, died last night &t 
the Gredy hospital at quarter before ll 


o’clock. 

The wounded officer grew WwoOrge 
day morning. Later he appeered to 
little, but again became worse and rap-dly 
grew weaker until the end came. Once 
yesterday morning it was believed he was 
regaining consciousness, but he did not 
answer the questions asked him. 

The end came peacefully and without 
suffering. 

Dr. Mills, who had been at his dying 
brother’s bedside eccnstantly since the 
shooting, left the hospital immediately af- 
ter the officer had died ang went upon the 
sad arrand of informing the young man’s 
father of the fatal ending. 

The body was taken to the undertaking 
establishtnent of Rarclay & Co., last 
night. where it will be kept until ascer- 
tained whether or not the coroner will 
hold an inquest, and then from the under- 
taking parlors it will be borne to the home 
where the funeral will occur, 

Officer Mills was only elected a police- 
a called meeting of the police 
board last week. He was the youngest 
member of the department, being only 
twenty-four, but he had had considerable 
experience as a court bailiff and a deputy 
sheriff. He had also at one time been ¢con- 


nected with the city stockade. All who 
knew him believed h wovld make a gvod 
policeman, and he was known to be brave 
and fearless in the d'scharge of his duty. 
His election was unanimous. 

Went Fearlessly To Work. 

Monday afternoon at 4 o’clock he went 
on duty with the evening watch under 
Captain Jennings. He had already served 
three times as a policeman after his elec- 
tion Thursday. He first went on duty 
at 12 o’clock Friday night and remained 
On duty until 8 o’clock Saturday morning. 
Next he served from Sunday night at 12 
o'clock until Monday morning at 8 o’clock. 
Then he went on duty at 4 o’clock Monday 
afternoon. He was only a supernumerary, 
and from the beginning he was making 
it was evident he would have been a man 
always ready for duty. 

About 8 o’clock Monday night, after he 
had been on h's beat four hours, he was 
shot and mortally wounded by an unknown 
assassin near the corner of Whitehall 
street and Turner’s alley. It was thought 
afterwards that Mills had been decoyed to 
the alley by a negro confederate of the 
man who did the shooting. One ghot was 
fired and Mills fell to the ground, and 6¢- 
fore the ambulance reached him he was 
unconscious. The ball had penetrated his 
brain. Once or twice at the hospital he 
spoke when semi-conscious, and when 
asked who shot him he uttered the name: 
“Will Thomas.” He had some trouble 
with a negro prisoner named Will Thomas, 
alias Will Hamilton, who had escaped 
from tne courthouse when awaiting trial. 
The negro has not been captured. It is

| possible that Mills spoke the name when 


he. did not realize what he was saying. 


He Had Many Enemies. 

Mills had made many enemies when act- 
ing as a deputy sheriff and bailiff, and 
niany of the pr-soners at the stockade had 
spoken of ‘getting even’’ when he was 
their overseer. Among those whom he 
was forced to antagonize when in the dis- 
charge of his duty were criminals of the 
worst class, and it is vrobable that some 
of these were the assassins. 

Just a few days before his election on 
the police force he struck two well-known 
negroes when aiding policemen to quell 
a disturbance at the corner of Decatur and 
Ivy streets. At that time several] negroe 
made ugly threats. : 

He was fearless, however, and would 
have made an excellent officer. 

It is probable that the coroner will hold 
an inquest this morning. This makes one 
of many tragedies which have recently 
occurred in Atlanta and around which 
there is a mystery. Three or four mur- 
ders as bad as the assassination #f Off- 
cer Mills, two of the other vietims being 
polieemen on duty, have occurred, and so 
far the most diligent work by the detec- 
tives has failed to ferret out the crimes 
and arrest the murderers. 

If the coroner holds an inquest it wil] 
doubtless be a most rigid investigation.

All day yesterday the president and sec- 
retary of war were overwhelmed by tele- 
grams from parents of members of the 
regiment beseeching them not to allow 
the regiment to proceed to Cuba and stat- 
ing that the men were not immunes arf@ 
would die like sheep if allowed to land in 


Cuba. 

Protests were presented to the president 
and to the war department by representa- 
tives and senators and everything possible 
is being done to have the orders of the 
regiment countermanded before it has sail- 
ed for its destination. So far it seemg that 
these protests will be of smal] avail and 
the likelihood is that Ray’s regiment will 
sail for Cuba. ( 

In Atlanta there are a number of people 
who have sons in the regiment, 
and when they learned of the expected 
movement of the command they were sur- 
, prised and grieved. They had no idea that 
the regiment would be sent where the men 
would come in contact with yellow fever 
and they began to make a protest. The aid 
of influential men was solicited and in a 
short.while telegrams began to pour into 
the president's office by the dozen. The 
burden of each was the same. Prominent 
men requested that the regiment be not 
sent to Cuba and explained that only a 
very few men in it were yellow fever im- 
munes. 

It will be remembered that when Colonel 
Ray began ‘to raise his regiment of United 
States volunteers the command was known 


bis Ray’s regiment of immunes. This gave 
the idea that the men who composed the 
command had all been through yellow 
fever epidemics and had survived the fe- 
ver. As a matter of fact, however, when 
the enlistment began a large number of 
young men who had never suffered from 
yellow fever and who Had never been 
near the disease were enlisted and the 
idea of the regiment being immune was 
treated something as a joke. 

The regiment grew rapidly and ina short 
while the full quota.of men had been 
enlisted and were mustered in. The regi- 
ment was stationed at Macon, where it was 
drilled and prepared to go to the front. 
Now orders have come for it to proceed 
to Cuba. The men have made no protest. 
They have accepted the orders as thep 
came and feel that since they have enlisted 
they will go wherever their orders gay, 
at any risk. 

But from the friends and relatives of 
the men a howl of protest which has 
been heard at Washington has arisen, and 
everything that can be done unofficially 
is now in progress to prevent. the {mmune 
regiment from Georgia, and in fact all the 
immune regiments fr2m the United States, 
from proceeding to Cuba. 

The following special from Waghington 
tells the situation in that city regarding 
the protests which have been made: 


Many Protests Made. 


Washington, August 5.—(Spectal.)—A 
number of unofficial protests reached the 
war department today against the plan 
of sending the so-called immune regiments 
to Santiago. Necessarily there are no of- 
ficial protests, for the officers and men 
of tihese regiments, having entered the 
service, cannot and will not question the 
wisdom of an order, no matter where it 
takes them, but their friends are much 
concerned and representatives who ares 
here have received letters and telegrams 
urging them to see if something canfiot 
be done to prevent these regiments being 
sent to Cuba at this time. 

It is not probable that these protests 
will thave any effect or that there will 
be any change in the orders already given. 
The officials of the war départment who 
discussed the conditions in eastern Cuba 
expressed the belief that the dangers to 
new troops are not great, and that there 
is no reason why these regiments recruited 
in the south should fear to go to Santi- 
ago. ° 

At the office of the adjutant general of 
the army I was told today that while it 
was generally understood that the troops 
in these regiments were not all yellow 
fever immunes, and indeed that a very 
smal] portion of them. came properly under 
that head, they were recruited with the 
idea that men from the south would be 
better able to stand the climatic condi- 
tions in ba than men from the north. 


What Colonel Carter Says. 


“The men understood what, ,wag expected 
of them,’’ said Colonel Carter, assistant 
adjutant general, who has had special 
charge of those regiments, in talking of 
the matter, “Itis true thatthe officers and 
the men themselves have made light of 
the supposed immunity from yellow fever. 
Technically, there ig nothing here to war- 
rant the immune idea. ‘Ite troops are 
known as United States volunteers, in 
contradistinction to the state volunteers, 
and the orders giving the officers appointed 
to recruit them differ in no respect from 
those to other volunteer regiments. The 
only difference was that in the allotment 
of territory from which to recruit their 
regiments they were given southern states. 

“I do not regard the expedition upon 
which they are embarking as particularly 
dangerous,’ continued Colonel Carter. 
“The troops now down there are not pros- 
trated by yellow fever. They were broken 
down by the terrible conditions surrounding 
their going there and their hard expert- 
ences after they got there. They were 
cooped up in transports and kept out there 
in the tropical seas until the life was al- 
most \taken out of them. Then they were 
gent ashore and were forced to do the 
hardest kind of fighting under the most 
adverse circumstances. This was more 
than the physiques of even men could 
bear, anditis fromall thisanqd not from 
yellow fever that they are suffering. In- 
deed, all the reports. show the yellow 
fever to be of an exceedingly mild type 
and there seems little need to fear it.’’ 

He went on: 

“The men in these immune regiments 
were taken from the south and it is fair 
to presume that they are more nearly 
acclimated and iess liable to malarial 
fevers than those from the north. They 
were recruited with that idea and knew 
what would be expected of them. They 
will not be placed in contact with. those 
who are now there, but will be landed at 
some other point and will be given the 
healthiest possible quarters. There ig no 
reason why they should object to the 
service. It is certainly not one-tenth as 
seyere as that which those now there had 
to experience.” : . 

This is the war department's position. 
To congressmen who called to see if there 
were any likelihood of changing the as- 
signments, the information was given that 
there was no such likelihood. OHL.

Macon, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)—A 
strong protest is being made in Macon 
and throughout Georgia, South Carolina 
and Florida to the order that has come 
from the war department at Washington 
directing the Third regiment of United 
States volunteers that has been stationed 
at Camp Price, Macon, Colonel P. H. 
Ray, commanding, to leave for Santiago, 
Cuba. The regiment is generally known 
as immunes, but as a matter of fact they 
are not immunes, and it igs doubtful if 
there is a man in the regiment who has 
ever had yellow fever. The great bulk of 
the regiment have never been in a yellow 
fever infected district, and have had no 
yellow fever experience whatever. 

It is pn this account, therefore, that a 
protest is being made to the ordering of 
this regiment to Santiago, where the sol- 
diers will be subjected to yellow fever 
and die like gheep from the disease. The 
regiment has been anxious to go to the 
front and engage in battle, and is ready 
to obey orders now to go to Santiago, 
where they are liable té be cut down by 
yellow fever, but their friends and the 
public at large protest against the gov- 
ernment’s action in ordering them to go 
and do garrison duty and face certain 
death—not from bullets, -but from fever. 

Hon. A, O. Bacon, United States senator 
from Georgia, has taken the initiative in 
the matter, and this afternoon at 3 o'clock 
sent the following telegram to the secre- 
tary of war, which forcibly presents the 
truth: 

‘‘Macon, Ga.,- August §, 1898.—Hon. Rus- 
sell A. Alger, Secretary of War, Washing- 
ton, D. C.: It is d@stinctly understood 
throughout the whole country that the 
Third regiment United States volunteers, 
although ealled immunes, are no more im- 
mune from yellow fever than any other 
volunteer regiment. It is composed almost 
exclusively of Georgians, nearly all of 
whom are very young men, and many of 
them minors. When enlisted, the govern- 
ment subjected them to a rigid physical 
examination, but no proof was demanded 
or desired as to their immunity from yel- 
low fever. It is not even pretended that 
a man in the regiment nas ever had yellow 
fever. To send these young men and boys 
to Santiago at this time, with no enemy 
to fight, is to expose them to the same 
deadly peril from yellow fever as is now 
said to confront those who, having reaped 
the honors. are demanding to be sent to a 
northern seaside. If more troops were now 
needed at Santiago, or if fighting were 
to be done, the order for this regiment 
would be approved by all, but it is a 
wholly different matter to send them into 
a pestilence that other soldiers, who are 
probably more nearly immune than they, 
may be removed from the danger. A 
solemn sense of my duty to these young 
men impels me, therefore, to request most 
earnestly and urgently that the order for 
their removal to Santiago be revoked. 1 
send this without the knowledge of any 
officer or man in the regiment. 

“A O. BACON,

When the members of the regiment of- 
fered for enlistment they were not ex- 
amined as immunes, and they understood 
it was not essential that they should be 
immunes. I€ this requirement that they 
must be immunes had been made it would 
have been absolutely impossible to have 
got together enough men to form a cOm- 
pany. much less a whole regiment. The 
major portion of the regiment are Geor- 
gians. but there are gome from Florida 
and South Carolina. 

It is a notorious fact that everybody 
and everything have been recruited and 
enlisted in this regiment—except an im- 
mune. 

The Macon Evening News, In an edito- 
rial this aftern@on on this subject, says: 

“Whether the government knows it or 
not, or whether it cares, a crime is being 
committed in allowing the four regiments 
of United States volunteers recruited in 
the south to march into fever-stricken 
Santiago on the !dea that they are immune 
to this and other diseases pecullar to tropl- 
cal climates. 

“It may. perhaps, be difficult to fix the 
responsibility for this ‘fraud’ which has 
been worked upon the country; but fraud 
it is, unless we shall say it has deceived 
no one. If it has deceived no one, then the 
war department is practicing a fraud and 
comm'tting a crime in sending these regi- 
ments to Santiago under the pretext that 
they are immune from yel@w fever and 
the other diseases now prevailing there. 

“But the strange part is that the war de- 
partment should try to keep up the de- 
ception. even to the extent of sacrificing 
these troops on the altar of their own 
folly. For a sacrifice it will be without 
even the opportunity for elory which spurs 
the soldier on and steels him to every 
hardship and every danger. Becausé they 
are called ‘immunes’—though knowing tite 
term to be meaningless as thus applied— 
they are to be drixen like sheep to the 
slaughter. For the next two months they 
are confronted by the most appalling epi- 
demio that ever prevailed. possibly even 
in Cuba. Five thousand men out of an 
army of less than 15,000 are, according to 
official reports, down with fever. Scores 
of these are dying da‘ly. So Aorrible are 
the conditions prevailing at Santiago that 
the commanding officers in charge have 
entered a vigorous protest at being kept 
there.

GUITERAS BACK FROM CUBA. 


Yellow Fever Expert Advocates Early 
Removal of the Troops. 
Philadelphia, August 5.—Dr. John Guiter- 
as. the famous yellow fever expeit, and 
one of the leading advisers in this coun- 
try, arrived at his home in this city from 
Satniago de Cuba, where he has been en- 
gaged in yellow fever work under the di- 

rection of the government. 

Dr, ‘;uiteras was decidedly averse to dis- 
cussing the conditiong existing ‘in and 
around . Santiago. He also declined to 
make any comments upon the efficiency 
Or alleged jact of efficiency of the med- 
icai corps of the army. 

Concerning the yeliow fever which has 
attacked the troops, Dr. Guiteras said: 

“The yellow fever cases thus far have 
been of a light order, and the mortality 
among the troops thas not been heavy. The 
most S@rious source of trouble at present 
is from typhoid fever and malarial fevers. 
Most of the men il] in the .hospitals are 
suffering from One or the other of these 
diseases, 

“As the season drags on, however, the 
yellow fever will become more serious, 
and then it will be worse than the ty- 
phoid.,’’ 

Continuing, Dr. Guiteras said: 

“For reasons apparent -to all, I cannot 
discuss the affairs of the army in public. 
I shall make an official report of my ob- 
servations direct to Surgeon General 
Sternberg. Most of the troops now in 
Santiago, I suppose, will be brought to 
Long Island to recuperate. It will he an 
admirable place for them.” 


WANDERER BACK AT KEY WEST 


Boat Landed Cubans and Arms on the 
Island Safely. 


Key West, Fila., August 5.—The steamship 
Wanderer returned today after effecting a 
successful landing of arms and ammunition 
at three different points on the Cuban 
coast. She left here early in July with 
about forty Cubans anxious to join their 
fighting co-patriots and eleven members 
of the Third United States cavalry to pro- 
tect the landing of about 2,000 rifles and 
carbines with nearly a million cartridges.

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A STRONG HAND 


Prosecution Closed and Defense Begun in 
Moody Trial. 


MANY WITNESSES WERE HEARD 


Moody Will Probably Make His State- 
ment Today and Explain. 


SAYS THAT HE CAN EXONERATE HIMSELF 


Books and Accounts of Concern Are 
Examinei, but Do Not Change 
Complexion of the Case. 


Moody was uneventful except to show 

that the defense will attempt to make 
a strong showing and will introduce some 
startling facts, it is said, about the conduct 
of the business of Moody & Brewster. Mr. 
(Moody said yesterday that the state had 
introdyced no evidence to show wherein 
he was guilty of the charge alleged and 
that when the jury heard his side of the 
case there would absolutely be no doubt 
in the jurymen’s minds as to what the 


verdict ought to be. 

Mr. Hiler was placed on the stand the 
first thing yesterday morning. He reiter- 
ated his statements made in the afternoon 
of the preceding day when he said the 
statements made by Moody & Brewster and 
the representations they made while he 
was here was what convinced him of theit 
soivency and caused him to order the 


g00ds sold to them. 

Mr. BE. 8S. Strobahr, superintendent of 
Bradstreet’s agency, was the next witness. 
He was unable to say who made the report 
of the firm’s assets and liabilities which 
caused the rating it obtained in the report 
of Bradstreet’s. He said $200,000 assets over 
liabilities was. shown by the statement. 

Mtr. T. D. Meador testified that he had 
known Mr. Moody for some time and that 
he had thought fim perfectly straight. He 
said that the Lowry Banking Company had 
extended credit to the amount of $19,000 
represented by notes. He identified a mort- 
gage of $16,500 which was made by Moody 
& Brewster on May, dist to secure the 


debt. 
In regard to Mr. Moody’s character at 


the present time Mr. Meador was asked 
under the circumstances of the failure 
and what had been shown was the conduct 
of the business and the nature of the assets 
and liabilities what would he think of Mr. 
(Moody’s character. The witness responded 
that he thought there would naturally be 
some unfavorable comment upon it. 

Mr. T. M. Armistead, tax receiver for 
Fulton county, was placed on the stand 
and said that Mr. Moody had returned his 
property at $15,400, but that it was recent- 
ly raised to over $21,000 and later iMr.

Receiver Hirsch on the Stand. 


Mr. Morris Hirsch, appointed recelver ne 
order of the court, was placed on the yrs 
and state’ that $65,000 worth of the ence 
in the stores of Moody & Brewster re 
been claimed and that ‘he remainde 
amounféd to about $35,000 or oo. oe 
said he had taken charge of all the assets 
and that he had demanded the individual 
assets of the members of the firm. He 
stated that Moody had turned over a 

iece of property. 

oo. praein, the bookkeeper for Receiver 
Hirsch, was placed on the stand and called 
upon to explain the condition of the books 
and accounts of Moody & Brewster as he 
found them when the receiver took charge. 
Mr. Brown became very much mixed, and 
on account of the many questions fired at 
him and the complications that seemed to 
exist in the books of the concern, it was 
hard for any of the questions asked the 
witness to be answered directly. 

The witness was kept on the stand for 
a considerable length of time explaining 
the books and the assets and liabilities of 
the concern as shown by the accounts kept. 

The president of the Marietta Guano 
Company, to which the Southern Pacific 
Guano Company was indebted in the sum 
of $20,000, was placed on the stand and said 
his company held the collateral of the de- 
funct companies amounting to about $6,000. 
He stated that the collateral was given 
the same day that the mortgage was made, 
which was the day of the failure, May 3ist. 

Judge E. B. Rosser. president of the Ex- 
change bank, which holds collateral of the 
Moody & Brewster company to the extent 
of $3,000, was on the stand. He thought 
that all the collateral was past due and 
said although he did not have the notes 
with him he could produce them this morn- 
ing. fie thought them worth something. 

The most damaging testimony that the 
state has had to contend with was that 
brought out at the close of the trial yes- 
terday afternoon just before the adjourn- 
ment of the court. Dr, Bell was placed on 
the stand. He did not finish his testimony 
before adjournment, but what was deliver- 
ed took aly blame off Moody. 

What Dr. Bell Heard. 

He quoted from a conversation he over- 
heard between Mr. Moody, Mr. Brewster 
and Mr. Hiler, the prosecutor. He said he 
was in the store when Mr. Hiler was here, 
and being anxious to see Mr, Moody, he 
walked up quite close to the little group 
and heard Mr. Hiler, who was holding a 
piece of paper in his hand which, according 
to his description, must have been the 
Bradstreet report, ask if the report was 
correct. He said Moody replied that he did 
not know, as he did not make the state- 
ment. 

“Brewster sald it was correct,” said the 
witness. ‘“‘Mr. ‘Moody said that the bank 
of the firm was the Fourth National and 
that they owed the bank $52,000. Moody 
said he owned about $10,000 worth of real 
estate and Mr. Brewster said he owned 
$62,000, When asked how much the firm 
owed Mr. Moody referred to the books. Mr. 
Hiler said that there was much comment 
in New York about the amount of goods 
the tirm was buying and said it was about 
$100,000. worth. Mr. Moody showed surprise 
at this and Mr. Brewster said it was about 
$60,000."’ 

The court then adjourned, The purpose 
of this testimony was to impeach that of 
Mr. Hiler, who claims that he was led to 
sell goods to Moody & Brewster by virtue 
of the statement of Mr. Moody. Every 
line now being followed by the defense is 
that Moody did not make any misleading 
Statements to Hiler and that he did not 
deviate from the truth in showing the coh- 
dition of the concern. 

On cross examination Dr. Bell did not 
show such good memory in telling the days 
and length of time that elapsed about the 
time that he heard this conversation. 

Bell will be placed on the stand 
again this morning and other witnesses 
for the state will testify in Moody’s behalf. 
He is putting up a strong defense. Mr. 
Moody’s statement will contain, it is ex- 
pected, some remarkable things.

Letter from Hospital Corps Thanks 
the Society for Its Work. 


CONVALESCENT TABLE FOR THE SOLDIERS 


Men at the Hospital Will Be Fed at 
a Special Table by the Red 
| Cross Society. 


UCH has been said recently about 
M the charitable work of the ladies of 

Atlanta among the sick and wound- 
ed soldiers at Fort (McPherson. The mem- 
bers of the Army and Navy League and 
other organizations represented in the city 
have given much of their time and atten- 
tion to the patients at the post hospital, 
who have many of them actually suffered, 
they say, from the undue amount of red 
tape imposed by the government upon its 
Surgeons at Fort McPherson. 

Where the hands of the officers* have 
been tied, say the ladies, in the matter of 
providing necessities for the men, they 
have stepped in and begged for the privi- 
lege .of furnishing the needed articles. 

Some time ago soldiers were found in the 
wards of the hospital who. wore the same 
clothes while under the care of the sur- 
geons that they thhad on before the siege 
of Santiago began, and who were not is- 
sued new garments because the 
descriptive lists of the companies to which 
they belonged thad not arrived. In cases of 
this kind the ladies of Atlanta have sup- 
plied the sick and wounded with' the com- 
forts needed, and have always co-operated 


at the post in the work. 

They have been complimented "tira en- 
couraged in their charitable labors by all 
the officers at the barracks, it is said, and 
if any responsible officer has ever said the 
work of the ladies’ societies was unneces- 
sary, it has not been brought to the atten- 
tion of the ladies. 

The ladies of the Army and Navy League 
are indignant at an interview which ap-

Hospital Kitchen Given to Ladies. 

An order was issued by Major ‘laylor 
yesterday morning giving the relief hos- 
pital corps of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution full charge of the hospital 
kitchen and pantry. Th is what the la- 
dies have been striving to get hold of for 
the purpose of establishing a dietary table 
to furnish proper food for those cases 
that require delicate treatment. 

Authority has been given a party of la- 
dies consisting of Mrs. Governor Atkinson, 
Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon, Miss Junia Mce- 
Kinley and Miss Huntley to establish a 
convalescent table at the hospital for fifty 
soldiers. The expense of this table will 
be met by the Red Cross Society, whose 
legal representative is now in Atlanta 
making arrangements for beginning the 
work. To carry on the table it will require 
from $75 to $100 a month and a telegram 
has been received from the headquarters 
of the national society in New York au- 
thorizing the expenditure of the mqney for 
this purpose. Only those patients who are

Wablc and it is hoped that the condition 
of all the men who are on the list will be 
improved in this way. The convalescent 
table will be started at the post within 
the next few days and the ladies will be 
given an opportunity to be of substantial 
benefit to the garrison.

GUITERAS BACK FROM CUBA. 


Yellow Fever Expert Advocates Early 
Removal of the Troops. 


Philadelphia, August 5.—Dr. John Guiter- 
as. the famous yellow fever expert, and 
One of the leading advisers in this coun- 
try, arrived at his home in this city from 
Satniago de Cuba, where he has been en- 
gaged in yellow fever work under the di- 
rectiun of the government. 

Dr, Guiteras was decidedly averse to dis- 
cussing the conditiong existing ‘in and 
around Santiago. Hie also declined to 
make any comments upon the efficiency 
or alleged jact of efficiency of the med- 
icai corps of the army. 

Concerning the yeliow fever which has 
attacked the troops, Dr. Guiteras said: 

“The yellow fever cases thus far have 
been of a light order, and the mortality 
among the troops has not been heavy. The 
most sérious source of trouble at present 
is from typhoid fever and malariul fevers. 
Most of tne men il] in the hospitals are 
suffering from One or the other of these 
diseases, 

“Ag the season drags on, however, the 
yellow fever will become more _ serious, 
and then it will be worse than the ty- 
phoid.”’ 

Continuing, Dr. Guiteras said: 

“For reasons apparent to all, I cannot 
discuss the affairs of the army in public. 
I shall make an official report of my ob- 
servations direct to Surgeon General 
Srernberg. Most of the troops now in 
Santiago, I suppose, will be brought to 
Long Island to recuperate. It will he an 
admirable place for them.” 


WANDERER BACK AT KEY WEST 


Boat Landed Cubans and Arms on the 
Island Safely. 


Key West, Fla., August 5.—The steamship 
Wanderer returned today after effecting a 
successful landing of arms and ammunition 
at three different points on the Cuban 
coast. She left here eariy in July with 
about forty Cubans anxious to join: their 
fighting co-patriots and eleven members 
of the Third United States cavalry to pro- 
tect the landing of about 2,000 rifles and 
carbines with nearly a million cartridges.

Washington, August 6.—At the instance

Moody Trial. 
MANY WITNESSES WERE HEARD 


Moody Will Probably Make His State- 
ment Today and Explain. 


SAYS THAT HE CAN EXONERATE HIMSELF 


Books and Accounts of Concern Are 
Examinei, but Do Not. Change 
Complexion of the Case. 


Moody was uneventful except to show 

that the defense will attempt to make 
a strong showing and will introduce some 
startling facts, it is said, about the conduct 
of the business of Moody & Brewster. Mr. 
(Moody said yesterday that the state had 
introdyced no evidence to show wherein 
he was guilty of the charge alleged and 
that when the jury heard his side of the 
case there would absolutely be no doubt 
in the jurymen’s minds as to what the 
verdict ought to be. 

Mr. Hiler was placed on the stand the 
first thing yesterday morning. He reiter- 
ated his statements made in the afternoon 
of the preceding day when he said the 
statements made by Moody & Brewster and 
the representations they made while he 
was here was what convinced him of theit 
gsoivency and caused him to order the 
goods sold to them. 

Mr. B. 8S. Strobahr, superintendent of 
Bradstreet’s agency, was the next witness. 
He was unable to say who made the report 
of the firm’s assets and liabilities which 
caused the rating it obtained in the report 
of Bradstreet’s. He said $200,000 assets over 
liabilities was shown by the statement. 

Mtr. T. D. Meador testified that he had 
known Mr. Moody for some time and that 
he had thought fim perfectly straight. He 
said that the Lowry Banking Company had 
extended credit to the amount of $19,000 
represented by notes. He identified a mort- 
gage of $16,500 which was made by Moody 
& Brewster on May 3ist to secure the 
debt. 

In regard to Mr. Moody’s character at 
the present time Mr. Meador was asked 
under the circumstances of the failure 
and what had been shown was the conduct 
of the business and the nature of the assets 
and liabilities what would he think of Mr. 
(Moody’s character. The witness responded 
that he thought there would naturally be 
some unfavorable comment upon it. 

Mr. T. M. Armistead, tax receiver for 
Fulton county, was placed on the stand 
and said that Mr. Moody had returned his 
property at $15,400, but that it was recent- 
ly raised to over $21,000 and later Mr. 
Moody asked to have the property refturn- 
ed as J. T. Moody, agent. The property of 
Moody & Brewster was returned at $25,000.

Mr. Brown became very much mixed, and 
on account of the many questions fired at 
him and the complications that seemed to 
exist in the books of the concern, it was 
hard for any of the questions asked the 
witness to be answered directly. 

The witness was kept on the stand for 
a considerable length of timte explaining 
the books and the assets and liabilities of 
the concern as shown by the accounts Kept. 

The president of the Marietta Guano 
Company, to which the Southern Pacific 
Guano Company was indebted in the sum 
of $20,000, was placed on the stand and said 
his company held the collateral of the de- 
funct companies amounting to about $6,000. 
He stated that the collateral was given 
the same day that the mortgage was made, 
which was the day of the failure, May 3ist. 

Judge E. B. Rosser. president of the Ex- 
change bank, which holds collateral of the 
Moody & Brewster company to the extent 
of $3,000, was on the stand. He thought 
that all the collateral was past due and 
said although he did not have the notes 
with him he could produce them this morn- 
ing. fe thought them worth something. 

The most damaging testimony that the 
state has had to contend with was that 
brought out at the close of the trial yes- 
terday afternoon just before the adjourn- 
ment of the @eurt. Dr, Bell was placed on 
the stand. He did not finish his testimony 
before adjournment, but what was deliver- 
ed took all blamé off Moody. 

What Dr. Bell Heard. 

He quoted from a conversation he over- 
heard between Mr. Moody, Mr. Brewster 
and Mr. Hiler, the prosecutor. He said he 
was in the store when Mr. Hiler was here, 
and being anxious to see Mr. Moody, he 
walked up quite close to the little group 
and heard Mr. Hiler, who was holding a 
piece of paper in his hand which, according 
to his description, must have been the 
Bradstreet report, ask if the report was 
correct. He said Moody replied that he did 
not know, as he did not make the state- 
ment. 

“Brewster sald it was correct,” said the 
witness. “‘“Mr. ‘Moody said that the bank 
of the firm was the Fourth National and 
that they owed the bank $52,000. Moody 
said he owned about $10,000 worth of real 
estate and Mr. Brewster said he owned 
$62,000, When asked how much the firm 
owed Mr. Moody referred to the books, Mr. 
Hiler said that there was much comment 
in New York about the amount of goods 
the tirm was buying and said it was about 
$100,000. worth. Mr. Moody showed surprise 
at this and Mr. Brewster said it was about 
$60,000.’" 

The court then adjourned, The purpose 
of this testimony was to impeach that of 
Mr. Hiler, who claims that. he was led to 
sell goods to Moody & Brewster by virtue 
of the statement of Mr. Moody. Every 
line now being followed by the defense is 
that Moody did not make any misleading 
Statements to Hiler and that he did not 
deviate from the truth in showing the coh- 
dition of the concern. 

On cross examination Dr. Bell did not 
show such good memory in telling the days 
and length of time that elapsed about the 
time that he heard this conversation. 

Bell will be placed on the stand 
again this morning and other witnesses 
for the state will testify in Moody’s behalf. 
He is putting up a strong defense. Mr.

CONVALESCENT TABLE FOR THE SOLDIERS 


Men at the Hospital Will Be Fed at 
a Special Table by the Red 
| Cross Society. 


UCH has been said recently about 
M the charitable work of the ladies of 

Atlanta among the sick and wound- 
ed soldiers at Fort McPherson. The mem- 
bers of the Army and Navy League and 
other organizations represented in the city 
have given much of their time and atten- 
tion to the patients at the post hospital, 
who have many of them actually suffered, 
they say, from the undue amount of red 
tape imposed by the government ypon its 
Surgeons at Fort McPherson. 

Where the hands of the officers have 
been tied, say the ladies, in the matter of 
providing necessities for the men, they 
have stepped in and begged for the privi- 
lege .of furnishing the needed articles. 

Some time ago soldiers were found in the 
wards of the hospital who wore the same 
clothes while under the care of the sur- 
geons that they had on before the siege 
of Santiago began, and who were not 1s- 
sued new garments because the 
descriptive lists of the companies to which 
they belonged thad not arrived. In cases of 
this kind the ladies of Atlanta have sup- 
plied the sick and wounded with' the com- 
forts needed, and have always co-operated 
with Major Taylor and the other surgeons 
at the post in the work. 

They have been complimented and en- 
couraged in their charitable labors by all 
the officers at the barracks, it is said, and 
if any responsible officer has ever said the 
work of the ladies’ societies was unneéeces- 
sary, it has not been brought to the atten- 
tion of the, ladies. 

The ladies of the Army and Navy League 
are indignant at an interview which ap- 
peared yesterday aiternoon and which pur- 
ported to’ come from one of the officers 
of the post hospital, in which their work 
for sick ard wcunded is referred to light 
ly, and the suggestion is made open- 
ly that they tend to their own bus- 
iness in- the future and let the govern- 
— tend to the soldiers. The officer, 
whé@se name is not given, is quoted as say- 
ing that the charities performed at the 
hospital every day are not welcome, and, 
further, that the soldiers are not paupers, 
as they seem to be treated. The members 
of the Army and Navy League in Atlanta 
are highly displeased.that such an inter- 
view should be given.in a local paper, 
anonymously, and several of them met at 
the executive mansion yesterday afternoon, 
where the matter was discussed. 

Wihile the ladies were in session, a repre- 
sentative of The Atlanta Journal was an- 
nounced, who explained that he regretted 
the article should have appeared, and ad- 
mitted that his paper had made a mistake 
in publishing an attack upon the ladies and 
their work at the fort.

Atlanta Exchange Grain Letter. 


Chicago, August 5.—The weather map 
furnished some disappointment to tne bears 
today. Contrary to anticipations, show- 
ery conditions were prevalent throughout 
the northwest, and this state of affairs 
was calculated to delay the movement of 
spring wheat crop. ldAverpool cables rep- 
resented an advance in prices abroad in 
excess of what the strength on this side 
yesterday justified. These two _ factors 
combined resulted in the advancement of 
the market to call prices. A good cash 
demand and the failure of receipts at all 
leading market centers created a general 
bullish sentiment. Tihere was a heavy buy- 
ing movement, almost exclusively, however, 
for the benefit of the shorts and sellers of 
calls. Considerable wheat came out and 
as soon as the demand from shorts had 
been accommodated the market began to 
drag and prices sought a lower level. Re- 
ceipts here amounted to 87 cars, all new, 
against:124 last year. Northwest receipts 
only 70 cars, against 201 last year. Anotiher 
bullish influence was the fact that there 
were no Argentine shipments this week. 
Up to date since January Ist the shipments 
from that country have amounted to 22,936,- 
000 bushels, against 1,783,000 bushels last 
year. 

Reports of rains and warmer weather 
west, together with early strength in 
wheat, Started corn strong, and as the ses- 
sion ,progressed the bull leaders became 
active on the buying side, and with no 
particular pressure to sell, prices were 
steadiiy emhanced. The improvement in 
the cash demand was also a factor. 

Oats derived strength from the other ce- 
reals. Tihe maTNet, however. was not very 
active or especially interesting. 

Higher prices for hogs at the yards and 
the strength in the grain pits firmed up 
provisions. Lard developed the most ac- 
tivity on heavy buying by English houses. 


BETTER OUTLOOK FOR $s CORN. 


Brought Change in Speculative Condi- 
tions and Stocks Have Advanced. 


New York, August 5.—Bradstreet’s finan- 
cial review tomorrow will say: 

“Peace negotiations and tne better out- 
look for the corn crop resulting from rains 
at the west have prougnt a change in 
specujJative conditions. ‘ihe stock market 
has been broader and shows the presence 
of increased public participation. ‘brices 
have tended to advance, and taough the 
iaidustrial securities bore ar important 
part in tne week’s movements, renewed at- 
tention has been paid to the railroad share 
list and granger stocks have resumed their 
position of leadership. 

“Bonds have been active, governments 
showing a decided disposition to advance. 
The mew 3 per cent war bonds are the 
objeét of a decided buying demand and 
touched 105%, while other classes of United 
States securities thave been high. In the 
railroad bond list the advances have been 
marked, an investment demand resulting 
in new price records for many of the bonds 
of reorganized roads, Lake Erie, Atchison, 
Northern Pacific and so on, while specula- 
tive purchases have helped values for the 
cheap low grade issued. London has not 
been an important factor, and though sen- 
timent there is favorable, there was some 
foreigm selling on the advances here.

Volume of Payments Through All the 
Clearing Houses Largest Ever 
Known in July.

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New York, August 5.—R. C, Dun & ©o.8 
weekly review of trade will say tomorrow: 

“Prospects of peace stimulate many 
kinds of business. In spite of records, the 
impression prevails that delay and hesita- 
tion have legitimately resulted from war 
and larger contracts are in fact coming 
forward for tron products with a better 
general demand in most industries. The 
volume of payments through all clearing 
houses was the largest ever known in July, 
being 8 per cent larger than in 1892 for the 
month and for the past week 11.7 per cent 
larger. Most industrial works have resumed 
after a shorter vacation, with fewer par- 
ticipating than usual, A few labor troubles 
onlv call attention to the fact that this 
season has been remarkably free from such 
hindrances, 

‘In spite of a promise of 700,000,000 bush- 
els wheat this year, the price is 24%c higher 
for the week. The disposition of farmers 
to hold back their wheat for prices more 
like those obtainable recently accounts for 
receipts 36 per cent smaller than last year, 
but exports, including flour, were 3,641,647 
bushels, afatnse 2,530,725 for the same 
week last year and for five weeks of the 
crop year, 12,474,839 bushels, against 9,873,192 
last year. The visible supply is extremely 
low, but exports at the present rate 
throughout the year would have little lift- 
ing power if the crop is about 300,000,000 
bushels more than home needs for seed 
and food, 

“Corn exports for the @eek have been 
Only 1,734,447 bushels, against 2,725,090 last 
year, though the price has scarcely de- 
clined. 

“Cotton is unchanged, and crop advices 
are so favorable, that with ucreage not 
quite half 1 per cent smaller than last year, 
some expect a crop nearly 1,000,000 bales 
Vith all commercial! and foreign mill stocks 
1,100,000 bales larger than a year ago, and 
American mill stocks also larger than a 
year ago, and American mill stocks also 
larger to an unknown extent, the crop 
really foreshadowed cannot be consumed 
Without a revolution in the world's de- 
mands for goods. A better demand for 
Staple cotton goods does not relieve the 
overproduction in print cloths, and goods 
are practically unchanged in price, 

“Western stiffness in Holland wool and 
the New England wool paper drifting this 
Way and largely refused indicate another 
attempt to tire out the manufacturers who 
are actually offering for worsted wool 4 to 
5c below asking prices and buying scarcely 
any. Several mills have closed for the 
time rather than pay prices asked for wool. 

“The iron manufacture has nearly, if 
not quite, resumed its full production, ex- 
cept in the valleys, where Bessemer pro- 
ducers ure closing in turn under agreement 
to force prices upward. While there has 
been large buying, one Pittsburg steel 
concern with all its furnaces at work tak- 
ing 50,000 tons more, the price there does 
not change as yet, nor does local pig at 
Chicago, although with much better buy- 
ing, one southern concern advancing its 
prices 25c. Low phosphorus pig has risen 
Hc at Philadelphia with better demand, 
but unchanged prices for other grades. The 
demand for rails includes b‘ds for next 
winter and next vear, a Chicago sale of 
4,00) tons for Japan and eastern sales of 
9,000 tons for American roads, 5,000 for 
Prince Edward island next vear and 24,- 
000 deliverable in three years for Mexico. 
Plates are in unprecedented demand, both 
east and west, and structural] works are 
full, with large contracts coming forward 
in all sections. Bars are so much stronger 
that many mills refuse less than $1 for 
iron, though steel bars sel] largely at 90c.

Bradtreet’s Review. 


New York,. August 5.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The stimulating influences of the appa- 
rently near approach of peace, coupled 
with the generally expected beneficidl ef- 
fects it is hoped will flow from the open- 
ing up of new markets in the lands added 
to the national domain, seem to increase 
as the summer wanes, That the improve- 
ment, while as yet admittedly one largely 
of sentiment, is not entirely so confined, 
however, is proven by reports of a stil!

ble of the country's cereals. Another ag- 
gressive feature of the week jhas been 
the percepiible growth in strength of the 
iron and “steel Situation. Fiirmness in 

rices is a feature of particular interest 

m view of the enormous production of 
pig iron early in the year and apparently 
reflects the going into commission of most 
of this immense production, leaving stocks 
generally within controllable limits. 

“Encouraging export demand for our ce- 
reals, the steadiness in prices. largest re- 
corded midsummer bank clearings and 
fairly encouraging railroad earnings, not- 
withstanding the unwillingness of farmers 
to accept present cereal values, are adai- 
tional encouraging features of trade at 
this time. 

“The prices are generally firm or tending 
upward in spite of the midsummer quiet- 
ness in many lines of trade. As a result 
of operations in Juiy thirty-two. or about 
one-third of all staples advanced in value, 
twenty-seven declined, while forty-four 
remained steady or unehanged. Advances 
in many cereals, except wheat and flour, 
live beeves and hogs, a number of pro- 
Visions, dairy products and groceries. most 
raw textiles except €otton, petroleum rub- 
ber, alcohol, opium and quinine are feat- 
ures of most operations. 

“Important decreases, aside from that in 
wheat, ae found in some few makes of 
iron and steel, some other metals and in 
building lumber. Compared with August 
one year ago sixty-six out of 104 staples 
are higher, twenty-nine are lower and 
nine are unahanged, so that it mav be 
said that compared with a year ago there 
have been more than cwo advances for 
every decline reported. 

“Wheat shipments for the week (flour in- 
cluded as wheat). aggregate 4,111,312 bush- 
els against 2,271,872 bushels last week and 
compared with 3,308.477 bushels in this week 
a year ago, 2,747,850 bushels in th ecorre- 
sponding week of 1896, 1,550,562 bushels in 
1895, and 3,417,200 bushels in 1894. Since 
July ist the exports of wheat aggregate 
14,326,122 bushels against 11,655,025 bushels 
last year. 

“Corn exports for the week a gregate 
2,856,923 bushels as against 2. 601,821 buchels 
last week, 3.228.385 bushels in 1897, 1,257,843 
bushels in 1896, 1,006.770 bushels in 1895 and 
226,100 bushels in 1894.

Provisions Slightly Higher. 


5.—Sma!l receipts, an 
active cash demand and liberal export 
clearances confronted the bears in wheat 
today. As a result, September wheat closed 
le higher and December %c. Corn gained 
Y@%e. Oxrts advanced 4c. Pork rose 
Tec and lard and ribs 2c each. 

A sharp rally at Liverpool before the 
opening here started wheat higher. ‘The 
foreign strength was supplemented by the 
damestic situation. The principal feature 
of th® latter was small receipts and conse- 
quent inadequacy of supplies for tmmediate 
shipment east and abroad. Chicago re- 
ceipts were 8&7 cars, against 124 last year. 
Minneapolis an@ Duluth got 70 cars, where- 
as 207 were received a year ago. The total 
receipts at western primary markets were 
412,000, against 847,000 the similar day of 
last year. Atlantic port exports were again 
liberal, amounting in wheat and flour to 
645,000 bushels. Such reasons were sufficient 
to aecount for the le per bushel advance in 
September wheat that resulted in the first 
half of the session. December. as it has 
been doing of late, narticipated to only a 
small extent in the bullishness of Septem- 
ber. A good deal of the short Septemher 
‘“hought in’? was resold for the more dis- 
tant months. The demand for scanty offer- 
ings of carloeds of wheat in the sample 
market was altogether in excess of the 
supply.

The better tone in provisions was due to 
the strength in grain and higher prices for 
hogs at the yards.

There 
is good reason to te'leve that when the 
time expires the company will go to furn- 
ishing the stamps and trust to congress re- 
peaiing the revenue law or that part of it 
which strikes ca'riers. 

When congress cunvenes, whether in ex- 
tra or regular seesion, there will be cffor.s 
to amend the revenue law and the corpora- 
tions are going to try to escape from it as 
soon as possible. The railroads never ques- 
tioned the tax, but went ahead at once and 
furnished the stamps on bills of lading. 
The railroads will contribute to the govern- 
ment through the stamp act $25,000,000. The 
express companies wi!l contribute $3,000,000 
and the Southern’s stamp bill in Georgia 
alone would be $60,000 a year.

RECENT WRECK CAUSES SUIT. 


Father of Vinnie Vaughn Asks the 
Court to Award $20,000 Dam- 
ages for Death of Son. 

A suit for $20,000 damages against the 


Vinnie Vaughn, the fireman that was killed 
in the wreck on that road at Fort McPher- 
son last ‘Monday. The suit was filed yes- 
terday, and places the cause of the wreck 
on the carelessness of the station mistress 
at McFherson and on the engineers, Cham- 
bers and Wallace. 

The plaintiff alleges that the station mis- 
tress was notified when the engine went 
into the siding of the government reserva- 
tion at that place; that the engineer on the 
fast freight had a stretch of Half a mile in 
which to see if there was any obstruction 
on the track, and that, according to orders, 
he is required to thave his engine under 
control while passing stations, and that the 
engineer on the switch engine could have. 
seen the fast freight coming if he had 
been on the lookout. 

The petition further states that Engineer 
Chambers, of ihe fast freight, was given 
the clear signal as he approached the sta- 
tion by the station mistress. It is claimed 
that the train was going at the rate of 
forty miles an hour. 

One allegation says that Fireman 
Vaughn's only duty was to keep the engine 
hot; and that he was not required to be on 
the watch for a clear track; that he was 
not to blame, and was not negligent. The 
father of Vaughn claims the damages, as 
his son was a main support of the family, 
and that as he had a lifetime before him 
ef reasonably thirty-five years, he thinks 
he should be awarded the amount asked.

“Adopts Text Books for Public Schools 


for the Next Five Years. 


SESSION WAS HELD THURSDAY 


Orr Stationery Company Becomes fhe 
Bonded Agent. 


PATRONS TO GET FIFTEEN PER CENT OFF 


Board Also Elects Several Supernum- 
eraries To Take Places of Ab- 
sent Teachers. 


HE board of education has adopted 
textbooks for the public schools of 
Atlanta for the next five years. This 
action of the board is the result of three 
meetings held Thursday. 

In consequence of the adoption of the 
textbooks for a long term of years there 
are a number of changes, and the most 
important is that the books will now be 
obtained cheaper than ever before. The 
Orr Stationery Company was made official 
agent of the board of education, and will 
handle all the books adopted by the board. 
The discount is to range from 16 to 20 per 
cent. The Orr Stationery Company has 
contracted to furnish all books at 5 per cent 
in advance of the cust price. This means 
that the patrons of the schools will re- 
ceive a discount of 15 per cent, since here- 
tofore the dealers have received a 20 per 
cent discount and have sold the books at 
list price. The stationery company was re- 
quired to give a bond of $1,000. This com- 
pany does not have any advantage ove® 
other dealers, since they can all handle the 
books. They will establish an agency cn 
the north side in order to aid the people 
there in obtaining books. 

It took the board of education all day to 
reach its decision concerning the pooks, and 
it was late in the night when an adjcurn- 
ment was had. Hereaftec the board will 
allow members of the press to attend its 
meetings.

Considerablé discussion was indulged in 
when the various textbooks’ were under 
consideration and the different members 
of the board were divided in their opinions 
as to which was the best book. In de- 
clding what geography should be adopted 
the Rand-McNally ana the Frye were dis- 
cussed, the argument lasting several min- 
utes. Frye’s gcography had the strongest 
backing and was adopted. 

The contract obtained by the Orr Sta- 
tionery Company was through a competi- 
tive bid which was participated in by a 
number of dealers. The firm named made 
the lowest bid. While patrgns of the 
schools can buy books where they please, 
they will have an assurance that they can 
obtain the books at 5 per cent above the 
cost price and the company holding the 
contract cannot sell at a higher price with- 
out forfeiting the bond.

No pupil who fails of promotion in the 
schools shall be allowed to remain in the 
Same grade more than one additional year 
except when such failure shall be due to 
providential cause. ‘he principal of each 
of the schools shall give an examination 
to any pupil who das failed of promotion 
and has studied during the vacation, and 
if the examination is satisfac.ory the 
pupil shall be promoted on such examina- 
tion. If the pupil failed in only one study 
the examination by principal can be limited 
‘to the study in which the pupil failed.’

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BY OLD VETERANS 


Free Peddlers Up in Arms Against Of- 
cers of the City. 


TEST CASES MADE YESTERDAY 


A Patriotic Defense by Judge Rog- 
ers, Himself a Veteran. 


THE OLD SOLDIERS MUST KEEP MOVING 


Charged with Blockading the Street. 
Recorder on the Law—The Battle 
Seems To Be a Draw. 


LD confederate veterans are up in 
(_) arms and are making a desperate 
fight against those who have. at- 
tempted to attack their free licenses to 
peddle and to invade their business circles. 
A case Was made a few days ago as a 
test case, and the recorder’s ruling was 
against the veteran. Yesterday morning 
two more cases were made as a further 
test, and there was a lawyer, himself an 
Old veteran, present, to carry the cases to 
the highest courts in the land, if necessary. 
The cases yesterday were against Veter- 
ans James Brown and Ben Griel, and the 
charges were that they had blockaded the 
Streets, in that they had stopped hours at 
a time in the streets to gel] go0ds under 
their free licenses granted them under 
a Special act of the state legislature, 
Judge Rodgers appeared as the attorney 
for the old soldiers, accepting as his fee 
the thanks of his old comrades, whom he 
had stood breast to breast with during 


times when shot and shell made a]l men 
akin, 


“I am here to gay,” remarked Judge 


Rodgers, ‘‘that these men have violated no 
law of the land. They were both shot and 
severely wounded, and now have a permit 
from the commonwealth of Georgia to 
carry on @ business. They are not able to 
rent a store, and have elected to drive in 
wagons, finding customers where the 
can, At times they stop near street cor- 
ners to sel] to passers-by. Now comes an 
officer of the city who Says ‘you cannot 
stop in any one place, but must move on.’ 
We are here to find out, if this court 
Diease, where we are to go. There was a 
time when we knew where to go, and it 
was where it took brave and loyal men of 
the south to stand fire and bullets; but 
how it is ‘move on, keep moving,’ In tne 
name of God, tell me how these voor 
men who have been shot to pieces, to keep 
moving?’ 

The recorder replied that no man sympa- 
thized more with the old soldiers than he 
did, but wnder the city laws no persons 
were allowed to stand at one Place in a 
wagon all day and conduct a business in 
the public thoroughfares. 

“Then you hold,” asked Judge Rodgers, 
“that these poor soldiers cannot stop fer 
a little while to dispose of their goods?’ 

“No, I do not hold any such thing,” was 
the reply. “‘All I can ‘say is that they can- 
not stand at one place all day. They can 
stand for awhile, but I will not rule for 
how long.”’ 

The recorder again explained that it 
was not his intention to jnfilct any hard- 
ships on the wld veterans. He merely 
wanted to enforce the law as he saw it, 
and that was, the city had full jurisdiction 
over all the streets, and while the state 
granted a free license, the city could come 
in and say that no such license should op- 
erate to the blockading of her streets. 

Judge Rodgers tried to impress upon the 
court that there had been no actual block- 
ading of any street. 

“But if a wagon stands in one place all 
day,’’ was the rejoinder of Judge Calhoun, 
“that is of itself a blockade, under the 
city laws, and I shal] have to so hold.” 

The cases were more in the nature of 
test ones than anything else. The resuit 
seemed to be that the recorder ruled the 
veterans as violating the law, but at the 
Same time would not order them to ob- 
serve any rules. This means that the old 
veterans will have stands in the streets, 
but will change their locations now and 
then; and this solution of the matter will 
possibly be satisfactory to both the vet- 
erans and the city officia:s. 


TO DIVIDE UP THE DISTRICTS. 


Judge Newman Is Looking After the 
Various Divisions for the Bank- 
ruptcy Petitioners. 

Mr. Colquitt Carter, clerk of the United 


- States district court for the nurthern dis- 


trict, left last night over the Southern 
for Arden, N. C., where he goes in re- 
sponse to a letter from Judge Newman. 
The object of his visit is to see Judge 
Newman and give him some assistance in 
the work of dividing whe nortnern district 
of Georgia. into bankruptcy districts. 

Judge Newman is now engaged in that 
work. Mr. Carter states that before the 
referees are appointed it will be necessary 
to divide the districts so as to put a referee 
at the commercial centers and make dis- 
tricts in the counties where the business is 
mainly done and such contigious counties 
as do business with such centers. It is of 
course desirable to have the districts »o 
atranged that the convenience of the people 
wil! be suited, and the work haa to be 
done with great care and judgmeat. 

Judge Newman is giving this matier his 
attention now, and will not try to make 
haste in the appointment of referees. The 
supreme court has not yet adopted any 
rules under the new bankruptcy law, and 
the involuntary features of the law do 
not go into effect until the first of Novem- 
ber, and there is not likely to be much 
business before the first of the year. Mr. 
Carter will remain with Judge Newman 
until the work is completed, which will take 
several days. It is not known who will be 
made referee in Atlanta, but it is under- 
stood that there are several appligants for 
the place.

Novel Case of Alleged Burglary Which 
Came Up from Savannab. 


AN ATLANTA CITIZEN A VICTIM 


Prisoner Brought Here Yesterday 
Morning by a Griffin Officer. 


DISCOVERY OF WATCHES THROUGH LAWYER 


The Man with the Rich Land in Chat- 
ham County Tells His Story. 
His Rich Mine. 


Gordon, of Griffin, brought to the city 

& man charged with befng a burglar, 
and if all the evidence which has accumu- 
lated against him is not disproved, he will 
be shown up as one of the most industrious 
and ingenious burglars that has operated in 
this section for a long whfe. 

If the evidence turns out to be incorrect, 
then the alleged burglar has a most won- 
derful plece of land in Chatham county, 
near Savannah, which yields solid gold 
watches. All the man had to do was to Fed) 
into his back yard with a hoe and in a 
few minutes he had a good watch, dug right 
up out of the soil. That is, if the story of 
the alleged burglar is true. 

Officer Gordon had in custody William 
Grier, a negro, past mjddle age and with 
a countenance which Would have done for 
an African study of a Raphael cherub. The 
officer had brought the old negro from 
Savannah, and had him charged with a 
burglary in Griffin, one in Marietta and 
two in Rome, with other counties to hear 
from. 

Ik. C. Smith and H. C. Burr, two bankers 
in Griffin, had their residences burglarized, 
and among other articles gold watches were 
stolen. A few days later the residence of 
J. K. Orr, in Atlanta, was burglarized, and 
a valuable gold watch stolen. 

After the burglaries, Messrs. Smith and 
Burr, of Griffin, received a letter from 
George W. Beckett, a lawyer of Savannah, 
Stating that he knew a negro who had 
found their watches in his yard, where 
some one had buried them, and if money 
was sent as a reward the watches would 
be returned. The amount asked for was 
forwarded, and the watches came, but the 
charm on one of them had been despoiled 
of its fine diamonds. This caused Officer 
Gordon to be sent to Savannah on a tour 
of investigation. He found Attorney 
Beckett, and through him located the man 
who had dug up the watches. 

Grier, after being promised $10 more, 
turned over the missing diamonds. Then 
there followed a talk about the watch 
which Mr, Orr had lost in Atlanta, and the 
old negro, hoping for more reward, said he 
had the watch, and went to a hole in the 
floor of his hduse and Iiifted a plank. The 
officer peeped in and saw three gold watches 
hidden away in the receptacle. In a con- 
versation Grier said: 

“All dese watches I found, boss, while 
digging in my back yard. I jest goes out 
in de yard, I did, and wid a hoe I digged 
up the tickers. Den I tell Mr. Beckett 
"bout de matter and he ’range fur me to 
git de reward.”’ 

The officer from Griffin did not take any 
stock in Grier’s go!d watdh mine, and placed 
him under arrest. It is known that the 
negro made regular trips away to other 
towns, and when he returned he always 
dug up some more watches. He will be 
first prosecuted on the case in which Mr. 
Orr’s house was burglarized.
